One of the most serious difficulties encoun- 


tered in the administration of affairs in the 
Philippine islands is the bad effect the cli- 
mate hes on the health of officials. Almost 
without exception one after another has 
broken down and it has been necessary for 


| them either to resign and return home perma- 


nentily or to take long and frequent leaves of 
absence. 

The climate in most instances has caused 
@ general breaking down of the nervous sys- 
tem, followed by complete collapse, while in 
many other cases the minds of patients were 
seriously affected, a larte number of the 
officers and men becoming either temporarily 
or permanentiy deranged. Another pe- 
euliarity of the climate and conditions exist- 
ing in the Philippines is that many officials, 
Officers and men of the army and navy, 
have had severe attacks of nostaigia, or, in 
old-fashioned words, homesickness, which 
wor 

It is true many Americans who have lived 
in the Philippines and have. yielded to the 
effects of the climate for a time have recov- 

afterwards and enjoyed better health 
than ever before in their lives, and there are 
many cases on record where persons who 
went to the islands in such poor health it 
Was necessary to carry them on board the 
steamers have been cured and are now ro- 
bust. It also is true, however, that almost 
without exception every governor of the 
Philippines, both civil and military, at some 
time during his stay in the islands has felt 
the baneful effects of the climate.

Admiral Dewey, who had Manila at his 
mercy for a considerable length of time be- 
fore he landed, and who was compelled to 
remain on board his flagship, was the first 
prominent official to break down as a result 
of the peculiarities of the climate. He hur- 
ried home on this account, but remained there 
longer than his judgment dictated, and at the 
risk of wrecking hia health in response to 
the demands made upon him and the neces- 
sity for his presence during the critical 
period of the history of the island after 
the battle of Manila. Fortunately the admir- 
al suffered nothing more than a threatened 
breakdown of his nervous system, from 
which he now has entirely recovered. Some 
officers of his fleet were not so fortunate, 
however, and some died on the way home, 


. While others committed svicide as a result 


of mental derangement directly due to 
elimatic conditions. 

The military governors stood the strain 
much better than did the civil governors, 
ends Gens.

LAKB TAKES TOLL OF LIFE 


ONE IS DROWNED AND SIX ARE 


RESCUED FROM MICHIGAN. 


Young Woman Student of Northwest- 
ern University and Companion 
Have a Narrow Escape from Death 
~Only Brave Work of the Young 
Man Holds Girl Up Until Evanston 
Life Savers Come te Their Aid—Four 
in Small Boat Meet Disaster. 


Lake Michigan began yesterday to collect 
its summer toll of human life. Six men and 
one girl were in peril; one man was drowned, 
another was saved by a policeman, while the 
crew of the United States training ship Dor- 
-othea plucked three foolhardy companions 
of the lone victim from a watery grave. 

The greatest fight, however, was made off 
the Evanston shore, where Isaac E. Springer, 
a sophomore of Northwestern university, 
battled not only for his own life but that of 

Miss Violet Matthews, a member of the 
freshman class at the university. Springer 
and his companion were saved by his fel- 
low members of the Evanston life saving 
crew when they practically had abandoned 
all hope. 


Girl May Not Recover. 

When the almost exhausted young man 
and girl were dragged over the gunwale of 
the rescuers’ boat the latter became uncon- 
scious and not for several hours did she re- 
vive. Her condition is regarded as ‘serious. 

Springer and his companion rented the 
boat early in the evening. They rowed near 
the shore for some time, the water being 
smooth, with only a light breeze blowing.

Shortly after 9 o’clock Springer discovered 
that the boat was leaking. He at once started 
for the shore. The leak became more serious 
and finally Springer quit rowing and began to 
ball water with his hat. Miss Matthews as- 
sisted him with her hat. Their efforts, how- 
ever, availed little and soo the boat was half 
filled with water and began to sink. In three 
minutes both were in the water. Springer 
seized Miss Matthews about the waist with 
one hand while he swam with the other, and 
managed to hold her head above the water. 
Suddenly the boat, which had sunk, rose to 
the surface, and Springer clung to it. 

Springer continued shouting for aid, and an 
east wind carried his cries to the life saving 
station. His cries were heard by First Mate 
Patrick Murray and F. L. Bindhammer. 
Murray was on watch in the tower of the 
station. He heard the faint shouts from the 
lake and after searching with his night glass 
discovered the overturned boat half a mile 
off shore. 

Murray and Bindhammer then secured a 
small lifeboat and rowed to the rescue. 


One Drowns, Three Saved. 

As the result of the swamping of a frail 
rowboat in which he was riding with three 
companions, James Turnbull, 61 Homer 
street, was drowned in Lake Michigan, off 
the foot of North Water street, yesterday 
afternoon. His companions were rescued by 
the crew of the United States training ship 
Dorothea, which was maneuvering 300 yards 
away. The men saved are Fred Mamorin 
Jr., 948 North Fifty-first avenue; Thomas 
Hardigan, 1229 North Fiftieth avenue, and 
Charles Pankon, 1814 Indiana avenue. The 
body of Turnbull was not recovered. 


Canoeist Saved by Policeman. 

Guests at the Hyde Park hotel last evening 
witnessed an exciting rescue in the lake after 
Chester Gruber, 19 years old, had capsized his 
canoe. Unable to swim, Gruber sank. His 
cries for help, however, mad been heard by 
Patrolman Michael Madden, who launched 
a rowboat and pulled -for,the ‘overturned 
canoe, Gruber was under water. and as 
Madden watched for his ,eappearance he 
heard a shout from the shore. He turned 
round and saw Gruber floating on the other 
side of his boat. Madden grasped him by the 
collar and pulled him into the boat. Gruber 
was revived at the betet.

CRISIS IN LABOR; 
PEACE AT HAND 
IN LAUNDRIES. 


At 2 This Morning Workers 
Were Ready to Settle, but 
One Difficulty with the 
Drivers Remained. 


| RAILWAYS FACING WAR. 


Coming Ten Days to Decide Ques 
tion Whether There Shell 
Be Quiet or Tumult 
in Chicago.

The industrial unrest that within the last 
year has swept the workingmen and women 


rived at a crisis, and the coming days, reach- 
ing into early June, will decide the question 


of peace or tumult in Chicago. 


Certain developments of yesterday pointed 
to signs of peace—notably the near approach 
to a settlement of the great laundry strike, 
which has tied up this service for more thaa 
three weeks. 

Representatives of the laundry men and the 
executive committee of the laundry owners’ 
union were in session continuously from 
noon until long after midnight and a line of 
settlement was almost reached. At 2 o'clock 
this morning the one point on which the two 
elements had not agreed was the question of 
the wage scale for laundry wagon drivers, 


Concessions of Laundry Workers, 

The laundry workers themselves agreed te 
leave the wage scale to future arbitration, 
but this agreement/was contingent on the 
amicable arrangement with the drivers, with 
whom they are working in harmony. The 
drivers secured from the owners a conces- 
sion that none but union men be so em- 
ployed, but they asked further the immedi+ 
ate signing of a wage scale. The employers 
preferred to leave this point to arbitration, 
and this was the sticking point at 2 a. m. 

The total number of men and girls whe will 
go back to work tomorrow if the prospective 
settlement should be reached is 6,300. 


Progress Towards Settlement, 

There were other signs of peace on the 

horizon. At Deering, where thousands 
of men were idle recently, the unions 
and Manager Clarke drew up an agree 
ment, practically granting all the d@e- 
mands of the men. The same favorable 
terms wil! be granted at the McCormick and 
Piano plants of the International Harvester 
company, The agtgement runs Sept. 
15, 1904. 
Peace at the Allis-Chalmers plant, where 
1,500, men are out, was practically assured 
during the day at a conference between 
company and its employés. 

By granting the 1,000 street laborers on 
strike a material increase in wages thé em- 
ployers ended that trouble also. The men 
are to receive 20 cents an hour or more, ac 
cording to their work. A nine hour day is 
provided in case the teamsters can be in- 
duced to work the same time. Otherwise 
the men are to work ten hours a day until 
Jan. 1, 1904, when the nine hour rule will g@ 
into effect.

Danger from Freight Handlers. 
The greatest danger to general labor peacé 
arises apparently out of the demands which 
the 9,000 union freight handlers are to try 
to force upon the railways within ten days. 
Their demand is for a 25 per cent wage in- 
crease, and the railways will resist this to the 
bitter end. 

The laborers and teamsters at the stock- 
yards offer another real peril to peace in the 
industrial situation. A tendency on the part 
of some of these newer unions to break con- 
tracts makes the present situation the more 
serious. The railroad managers do not de- 
eve their freight handlers will live up to 
the findngs of an arbitration board if the 
decision is favorable to the employers. The 
packers recently saw their engineers vio- 
late an agreement and do not care to have 
another union do the same. 

The rallroads and packers are supported in 
their stand regarding arbitration by prac- 
tically all of the employers who have come 
in touch with labor unions. The Employers’ 
association, of which they are members, is 
also back of them, and it is todaggde most 
powerful body of its kind in the c@intry. 


Laundry Strike Near an End, 3 

Signs pointed strongly at an early hour 
this morning to an end of the laundry work 
ers’ strike, though settlement may be delayed 
for a day or so.

Railway Managers Issue Statement. 

By industries the local situation is as fol- 
lows: 

Railroads—The position of the managers 
was made public yesterday in the following 
statement from their bureau of publicity: 

The limit of unreasonable exaction has been 
reached in the demand of the railway freight 
handlers for a 25 per cent increase of wages. 

To begin with, the freight handlers include no 
high grade of labor, and their minimum scale of 
wages, $1.70 a ten hour day in Chicago, is the 
highest paid to their class in any city in the 
United States except San Francisco and possibly 
a few mining towns. Their employment is regu- 
lar, and there is no Sunday labor and little extra 
work, for which, when it is required, extra pay 
is allowed. Bare ability to decipher marks and 
addresses is all the education demanded. 

The present rate, which often includes free trans- 
pertation to and from work, was reached as the 
result of two so-called settlements in 1902. In 
April the rate was advanced from $1.50 a day to 
$1.00, and in July, after the strike. to 61. 70, mak- 
ing an average e of about 15 per cent in 
three months.

. because of the acid as because of numerous other poisons, many of which have not 
been chemically separated and determined. Hence neutralizing the acidity by lime water 
or soda does not make sour milk safe for a baby, for it does not destroy other products 
that may cause more harm than the milk acid. Henee also sterilizing milk by boiling 
milk safe, for it destroys only the germs and not their 


does not make decomposed 
products. 


It follows that one must always try to get the milk to the baby as clean and un- 
changed as possible. If we could feed the baby directly from the cow as Romulus 


contains only 1,000 microbes to the ounce will change much less in a given time than 


milk which contains 1,000,000. 


This fact was illustrated to me forcibly some years ago when as a medical student 1 


teids, and sugar, but I was astonished to find that a fresh sample would almostinvariably 
curdie in eight or ten hours when kept at the ordinary temperature of the laboratory. 
Thig was no doubt due to the extreme contamination of the milk from the animals and 


the air of the crowded stables. 


If milk were perfectly sterile it would keep indefinitely like sterile canned fruit. Be- 
cause milk is never without germs it should be as new as possible. Milk drawn from 
the cow Monday evening, sent to the city Tuesday forenoon, delivered Wednesday, and 
perhaps not consumed till Thursday, when it is seventy-two hours old, is not likely to be 


a safe food for a baby. 


The reason that temperature is an important factor in determining the milk changes 
is that milk germs grow best at about the temperature of the body. Ata temperature of 
125° or 50° the growth is much retarded, while at a still higher or lower temperature the 
growth is stopped, although the germs may not be killed and may be able to grow again | Should the union and the denen 
when the conditions are favorable.

If milk were drawn from clean cows by clean hands into a 
clean (that is a boiled or sterile) pail, put immediately into clean bottles or other re- 
ceptacies and kept continuously on ice till its delivery at the city home, the producers 
would be doing their part in solving the problem.

sterile nursing bottles and kept on ice until needed.

This plan implies that all homes have ice chests or refrigerators. They are quite as 
important as a furnace or stove in winter and are especially necessary in poorer quar- 
ters. Perhaps the time will come when every large tenement house will have a refrig- 
erator for its occupants. At present there should be at least three or four deliveries of 
milk each day to families that are unprovided with means to keep milk coll.

Freight Handlers Threaten. 
Leaving aside present troubles, the dark- 
dat spot on the industrial horizon’ is the 
fréight handlers threatening attitude. Feel- 
ing that public sentiment: will not take the 
part of the freight handlers should a strike 
be called, the railroad managers are out- 
spoken regarding the demands of. the men. 
They are branded as the limit of unreason- 
able action,“ which, under present condi- 
tions, it win de “impossible to grant. It 
was stated last night, however, that a com- 


seale paid feurteen months ago. 

Not only are the railways paying a rate of $1.70 
for work that formerly cost $1.50 a day, but they 
do not get as much service from the same men for 
the increased wage, and the number of employés 
has had to be Increased at increased pay. 

In the matter of meeting demands for higher 
wages the railroads of the country find themselves 
in a sorry fix. They have the interstate commerce 
commission at their back forbidding the raising 
of rates to meet the tide of rising wages, materials, 
and everything that enters into the cost of oper- 
ating and maintaining roads. 

In the meantime public sentiment is misguided, 
and the natural desire of railway employés to 
share in the general prosperity is fomented into 
preposterous demands by the continued parading 
of ‘* increased gross earnings of different railway 
systems. But in the general booming of gross 
earnings and prosperity few stop to inquire what 
of the net earnings. Outside of the financial! chron- 
icles who pays any attention to the fact that with 
an imcrease of $4,358,046 in gross earnings for 
the nine months of the current fiscal year over 
the previous year the net earnings of the New York 
Central only increased $229,836, while the Illinois 
Central, which showed an increase of $2,506,182 in 
groes earnings for the nine months to March 31. 
actually had ea decrease of $65,386 in net earnings 
for the same period. 

The railway officials hope that when the actual 
conditions are understood the freight handiers wil!

It ts impossible to keep the latter clean and sweet. If any food is left inf the bottle 
when the child has finished feeding throw itaway. Boil the nipple after each feeding, and 
wash it before the next feeding. Scald out the bottle after each feeding, and clean it 
again before the next feeding. An empty bottle or an uncovered vessel containing the 
prepared food is a source of danger. Keep the

TALKS FOR ASSET CURRENCY 
TO CHICAGO BANK CLERKS. 
Charles N. Fowler of New Jersey, Chair- 


man of House Committee on Currency, 
Speaks at Auditorium Hotel. 


Before 200 members of the Chicago chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Bank Clerks, 
at the Auditorium last night, Congressman 
Charles N. Fowler of New Jersey, chairman 
of the house committee on currency and 
banking, argued for asset currency. The 
plan of allowing national banks to issue cur- 
rency to the extent of 25 per cent of a bank’s 
capitalization, and unsecured by bond de- 
posits, he held up as the only remedy which 
will bring an elastic currency, capable of 
meeting all conditions at all periods, as the 
volume of commerce increases or decreases. 

“TI would have the government impose a 2 
per cent tax on notes at the start.“ said he. 
I would have the banks pay the government 
2 per cent interest on all government de- 
posits. This revenue should go into a general 
fund to place gold behind all greenbacks and 
to convert, in the end, all greenbacks into 
gold certificates. This could be done in 
fifteen years and then our finances and our 
commerce would rest on a solid rock.

New Complete. . 

The new dog pound at the bridewell is com- 
pleted, and the dogs will be moved into it this 
week, but unles sthe conditions under which 
the anmials are herded before they are put 
to death are greatly improved it is said the 
new buildings will de of little use in pro- 
tecting the city from threatened dangers. 

t Friday the old pound presented a 
scene typical of its management. Several hun - 
dred dogs were confined in separate pens 
awaiting the five day limit of detention when 
they are killed. The pens were close and 
hot as ovens, under the broiling sun, and 
crowded to overflowing with restless canines. 
In the one and two day pens the dogs showed 
their discomfort by their fretful behavior, 
but In the three, four, and five day pens 
the suffering of the brutes was pitiful. 

Several dogs while awaiting identification 
have thus gone mad in the four and five 
day pens, and have bitten other dogs before 
the keepers could kill them. Only last week 
one of the attendants was bitten by a dog 
which had gone mad in the four day pen. 


Killed by Charcoal Fumes, 

Although ordinary humanity would sug- 
gest that some measures be adopted tor 
keeping the quarters of the dogs cool, no 
steps toward this end have yet been taken 
at the new pound. The killing of the dogs, 
thanks to the Humane society, is now done 
by as humane a method as possible. 

After the fifth day the unidentified dogs 
are placed in a huge box into which char- 
coal fumes are forced from a stove. Death 
takes place almost instantly and without

Says Rabies Can Be Checked. . 

Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, who has made a 
special study of the problem of hydrophobia 
in this country, and particularly in Chicago, 
says: 

Could hydrophobia be stamped out in this 
country? Certainly; by adopting the same 
measures which have been adopted in Eng- 
land. Why isitnotdone? Because the med- 
ical profession has not done its full duty 
in this matter. Because our authorities are 
ignorantan inefficient. Because public opin- 
ion is not educated on the subject. Because 
a lot of sentimentalists object to the enforc- 
ing of proper dog laws, and apparently 
would rather have hundreds of dogs and 
scores of, people die of hydrophobia than to 

have their pets muzzled and quarantined. 

““Hydrophobia is an infectious disease, 
and is transmitted from animals to man by 
the direct infection of a wound made by the 
animal’s teeth with saliva containing the 
virus. Ninety per cent of the cases in man 
are acquired from dog bites; the other 10 per 
cent from cats, wolves, foxes, skunks, etc. 
The animal causing the infection is either 
actively suffering from the disease at the 
time of the bite or may appear perfectly nor- 
mal and be passing through the incubation 
stage of the disease, and not manifest symp- 
toms of it until days or even weeks after- 
wards. 

Development of the Disease. 


% The history of the disease in man is as fol- 
lows: The history of a bite, usually of a 
dog, evidently mad, or suspected of being 
mad, but sometimes a bite from a dog which 
gives no evidence of rabies, at the time. In 
such event rabies develops in the dog later. 
The wound usually heals perfectly and noth- 
ing is no from the time of the bite fora 
period usually of six weeks or two months,. 
except in adults wee | ih the cases of sus- 
picious bites. Thists stage of incubation. 
Then the symptoms of the disease begin. 

„ 1. Premonitory stage: Sometimes an ir- 
ritation in the healed wound; mental depres- 
gion: a sense of impending danger; hoarse- 

ness and some difficulty in swallowing. This 
first stage lasts about twenty-four hours. 

“9 The stage of excitement. This is char- 
acterized by great restlessness. As Horsley 
described it: ‘Any afferent stimulant, i. e., 
a sound of a draft of air, or the mere asso- 
elation of verbal suggestion will cause a vio- 
‘lent reflex spasm. In man this symptom 
‘constitutes the most distressing feature of 
the malady.’ The spasms, which affect par- 
ticularly the muscles of the larynx and 
mouth, are exceedingly painful, and are ac- 
companied by an intense sense of dyspnea, 
even when the glottis is widely opened or 
tracheotomy has been performed. i oe 


Causes Pain to Swallow. 

“In this stage any effort at drinking water 
causes an intensely painful spasm of the 
larynx, and after one or two attempts the 
patients dread the thought of drinking, and 
from this fact the disease has received’ its 
common name of hydrophobia—' dread of 
water. The mind is usually clear; some 
times, however, the patient passes into a 
condition of acute mania. When the mind 
is clear the facial expression is one of the 
greatest dread. The individual is often ex- 
ceedingly anxious not to injure those about

the patient may froth at the mauth, as the 
popular idea has it, and yet the throat re- 
mains dry and parched.

„Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, the commissioner 
of health, reports deaths from hydrophobia 
in Chicago during the last eleven years as 
follows: In 1801, 4: 1802, 15; 1808, 5; 1804, 8; 
18056, 8: 1806, 5; 1897, 5; 1808, 4; 1800, 12; 1900, 
7: 1901, 7; 1902, 14; a total of 01 deaths, and I 
am satisfied that this does not represent the 
actual mortality, as undoubtedly some cases 
were not recognized or not properly reported. 

“The -existing dog laws in Chicago are 
stupidty inefficient and are not effectively en- 
forced. Why did the wise city fathers make 
the law inactive between Nov. 1 and April1? 
Because, I imagine, they still believed in the 
old fairy tale that dogs did not go mad in the 
winter. This is, however, no excuse, because 
they could easily have found by investigating 
the subject that hydrophobia is as common 
practically in winter as in summer. And it 
is the duty of men in their positions, positions 
of responsibility, to investigate such impor- 
tant subjects. But even if we had a proper 
law it would be of no value unless efficiently 
enforced, and even the existing poor law is 
not being enforced.” 

Calls Muzzles Cruel. 

In many Furopean countries such progress 
has been made in the eradication of rabies 
that the dogs are no longer required to be 
muzzled. 

The musslins of. coun. one of the most 
cruel practices allowed today,“ said Dr. C. 
A. White, a dog veterinarian, yesterday. 

“The dog has no pores in his skin. He per- 
spires, wholly through his mouth and through 
the pads of his feet. Whén he pants he is 


| perspiring. Now the ordinary muzzle pre. 


vents the full opening of the mouth, and 
therefore hinders the dog’s proper sweating. 


The animals suffer untold misery from this 


- 


source, and in many cases a brain disease is 
produced.” 

John G. Shertall, president of the Illinois 
Humane society, agrees with this view. 
“The muzzle ts certainly cruel,” he said, 
“but at present it cannot be abandoned. I 


recommended the kind of wire muzzle which | 


allows the dog to open his mouth, but not to 
bite. That is a perfectly humane muzzle, 
and should be the only one used.“ 


Talks of Pound Oonditions. 


Asked as to conditions at the dog pound 
Mr. Shortall said: 

“The dog pound has problems that few 
persons are qualified to solve. We keep 
a man there to look after the humane kill- 
ing’ of the dogs, but our force is too short- 
handed to look after other details of im- 
pounding. It may be that the dogs are 
confined under cruel conditions, but all I 
can say is that we are doing our utmost 
with our limited resources to better con- 
ditions there. It does seem that a dog 
1 more than any other institution 

know of, is subject to improprieties of 
management.” 

Warning by New York Doctor. 

Dr. H. D. Gill of New York has issued the 
following warnings with reference to hydro- 
phobia: 

Beware of a dog when it becomes dull and hides 
away; appears restiess; always on the move and 
prowling: whose countenance is somber and sul- 
len; walks with head down like a bear. 

Beware of one who barks at nothing, when all 


around is still. ' 

Beware of a that scrapes incessantly and 
tears up things. out for the dog which has 
become too fond of you and is continually trying 
to lick your hand and face. 

Beware, above all, of the dog which has din 
culty in swallowing, which appears to have a bone 
in its throat, and ome that has wandered from 
home and returns covered with dirt, exhausted, 
and miserable.

‘TIME 70 FILIPINOS. 


‘ARMY OFFICER COUNSEIS’ PA- 
TIENCE WITH THESE PEOPLE. 


Col. Arthur L. Wagner Tells Folk Lore 
Association That This Race Is In- 
capable of Self-Government at Pres- 
ent, and That It Will Require Years 
ot ‘Training to Accomplish That Re- 
sult—Society Holds Annual Election 

-of Officers. 


A people without folk lore or poetry, so far 
as has been discovered, was the way in 
which Col. Arthur L. Wagner, adjutant gen- 
era Rot the department ot᷑ the lakes, described 
the Filipinos to the International Folk Lore 
association last evening. xs 

Then the army officer told of other things 
that the native of our new possessions lacks, 
and suggested that it would require genera- 
tions of civilizing efforts before the native 
would be capable of self-government. 

The occasion was the twelfth annual meet- 
ing of the association held at the residence 
of John M. Ewen, 1 Tower place. During the 
course of the meeting officers were elected 
and an invitation to hold a folk lore confer- 
ence at the St. Louis exposition was accepted. 

Col. Wagner’s paper was the theme of the 
evening, and while the trend of the talk 
turned principally on national traits and folk 
lore, Col. Wagner was more general in his 
discussion of the native of the islands. 


Counsels Patience with Filipino. 

“We are dealing with a people of a differ- 
ent race; a people whom we do not perfectly 
understand, and one to whom our civilization, 
our methods, and our motives are a complex 
enigma,” said the army officer. “ Thus far 
the influence of American rule has neces- 
sarily been but slight. We must be patient, 
and wait a long time for results. We must 
remember that long as a century is when 
compared with the span of human life, it is 
but a moment when with the life 
of a race. It is possible that the treachery, 
cruelty, mendacity, and suspiciousness of the 
Malay may eventually be overcome. 

“To my mind there is one characteristic 
more disheartening than any of the others, 
and that is the inordinate laziness of the 
natives. Their wants are few, and easily 
supplied, and they have not the incentive to 
sustained labor that our people have at home. 

“In providing a government for these peo- 
ple it is necessary that we should not follow 
too closely the models we have at home. 
We should remember that the peasant in the 
province of Batangas is a totally different 
being from the farmer in Illinois, and that a 
form of government admirably adapted to 
the political needs of Massachusetts may be 

misfit when applied to the inhabi-

At the first trial the jury disagreed by a 
vote of 11 to 1. and later Howe was released 
in bond of $20,000. He fied, but was rear- 
rested in Oklahoma.

BOOTH TUCKER WANTS TO BRING 
5,000 FROM RUSSIA. 


Would Select 1,000 Families from the 
Scene of the Recent Massacres, 
Transport Them to America and 
Settle Them on Small Farms in the 
South—Golonists Would Have to 
Sign Agreement to Stay on the Land 
and Not Go to the Big Cities. 


New York, May 23.—{S I Frederick 
Booth Tucker of the Salvation army has a 
plan to bring 1.000 Jewish families, which 
probably would number 5,000 persons, from 
the scene of the recent, massacres in Russia 


is moved to the suggestion on account of the 
prospect of further outbreaks of violence 
against the Jews of Europe. : 

If the money can be raised it would be his 
idea to charter vessels to transport the colo- 
nists, the first having been carefully selected 
and those undesirable eliminated. It would 
be stipulated when they were chosen that 
they should sign a contract to the effect that 
they will remain on the farms and not drift 
to the congested slums of the big cities until 
the land has been paid for. 


Would Become Home Owners. 

Mr. Tucker’s idea would be to combine 
various ideas with a modified and simple 
form of agriculture, making allotments 
quite small, thus enabling them to become 
home owners in a short time. After the 
land had been paid for by the first colonists 
the money would be available for a further 
8 if the first settlement proved success- 
u 

He thinks it would be easy to raise suffi- 
cient funds for other settlements. He esti- 
mates each family would cost about 38500 
or $500,000 for the settlement of 1,000 fam- 
ilies. The members, of course, would have 
their own rabbis and synagogues. 


Willing to Undertake Task. 

Mr.. Tucker says the Salvation army would 
be pleased to undertake the handling of 1,000 
families if the necessary funds are raised, 
either as a donation or as a loan, payable

COLOGNE, May 23.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg tothe Cologne Gazette says there 
is a panic among the Jewish population in 
southern Russia owing to the fact that the 
authorities are not taking adequate steps 
to prevent a repetition of the massacres at 
Kisheneff and Kleff.

EUROPEAN VISIT. 


Report Says He Will SailEarly | 
in June and Spend Sev- 
eral Weeks Abroad. 


IT’S A YATES INNOVATION. 


Talk of Other Gubernatorial Can- 


) didates Results in a Coun- 
cil of War. 


“ Gov. Richard Yates has ta steamer 
trunk and is going to Europe for a summer 
Such is the report that comes to 
Chicago politicians from Springfield, and 
none of the governor's friends or pay roll 


’ foliowers has yet denied it. 


The purchase of a steamer trunk is not 
the only preparation the governor has 
made for his journey. It is declared that 
he has bought steamer tickets to London for 
Mrs. Yates and himself. He will sail, ac- 
cording to the reports yesterday, immedi- 
ately after President Roosevelt completes 
his visit to the state capital on June 3. 

That Illinois may not fall into the trough 
of the political sea during the governor's pil- 
grimage to the old world. Lieut. Gov. North- 
cott will take the helm of the ship of state 
and follow the charted course as best he can 
for six weeks. 

First to Visit Europe. 

Chicago politicians to whom the announce- 
ment of the governor's approaching journey 
seemed an innovation, looked the matter up 
yesterday. They announcéd afterward that 
Mr. Yates was the first of all Illinois’ gov- 
ernors to go abroad during his term of office. 
However, it is known that he has precedents 
in the case of the governors of other states. 

As yet the governor has not announced his 
European itinerary, nor whether he wil) 
travel incognito or with all the dignity of the. 
chief executive of one of the greatest states 
in the union. It is expected, however, that 
he will visit several of the European capitals 
during his four to six weeks abroad. 


Talk of Rivals Alarms Yates. 

The reports that have reached Springfield 
in the last forty-eight hours regarding other 
aspirants to the gubernatorial chair have 
greatly disturbed the governor, almost on 
the eve of his departure. The result was a 
hastily called conference at the capital of 
the most prominent members of his pay roll 
staff. The governor expected to receive re- 
ports that would insure perfect peace of 
mind during his trip. The result, however, 
was not all that he desired... The meeting was 
held Friday night, but not all the men sum- 
moned were present, noticeable among the 
absentees being Maj. Dan Hogan, state grain 
inspector. 

Those who are informed as to the plans of 
certain politicians for 1904 say that Maj. 
Hogan desires to be the nominee for secre- 
tary of state and that he has been gradually 
cutting loose from the Yates administration. 
Friends of the major say that he will resign 
his present job before formally announcing 
his candidacy. . 

Lowden Plans Alarm Governor, 

Discovery of an active movement, en- 
gineered by one and possibly two of his prin- 
cipal appointees and advisers, to put Col. 
Frank O. Lowden forward as his successor 
was the influence that aroused Gov. Yates , 
and caused him to investigate the situation 
at an earlier date than had been expected. 

It was found that no fewer than three 
meetings, all in Col. Lowden’s interest, had 
been held at Freeport and other places in the 
northwest part of the state within a fort- 
night. These aroused Mr. Yates. 

As ex-Senator Homer Aspinwall and Scott 
Cowen, both appointees of the governor and 
closely identified with his administration. 
were present at these Lowden conferences, it 
is said that the governor became excited and 
at one time talked of abandoning his trip 
abroad. Then he summoned Aspinwall and 
Cowen. A. J. Jones. pure food commissioner: 
L. T. Hoy, and all the other appointees in the 
northern half of the state, to go to the capital 
not later than Friday. 


Yates Gets Little Encouragement. 

Just what occured at the mansion meeting 
is not positively known, but it is said there 
was some plaintalk. Prominent republicans 
were in Chicago yesterday from a number of 
the northern counties. and their gossip did 
much to suggest that Mr. Yates’ chances 
of securing a renomination are not encour- 
aging. 

It was said that Aspinwall and Cowen had 
told him he could have their resignations at 
any time he wanted them. 


Yates’ Dream Is Senatorship. 

In connection with the gubernatorial! gossip 
was a little story to the effect that Yates’ 
ambitions are centered on a seat in the Unit- 
ed States senate. That explains his‘anxiety, 
politicians say, to be in a position to dictate 
the nomination for governor if he cannot be 
his own successor. Ha believes that this 
would make him a strong candidate to suc- 
ceed Shelby M. Cullom four years hence. 


Politicians Getting Busy. 


Developments of the last few days have 
stirred things up and started the politicians 
to great activity all Over the state. It was 
said that the friends of Attorney General 
Hamlin, Congressman Warner, and Secre- 
tary of State Rose were getting busy pre- 
paratory to opening campaigns in the in- 
terests of these men. The prospective Chi- 
cago candidates have made no move as yet, 
but the talk is that the fight will be on in 


‘earnest within the next six weeks. 


JUDGE UPHOLDS MASHING LAW. 


Minnesota Supreme Court Declares the 
Measure Legal and Sees Much Good 
to Come in Enforcement. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 23.—[Special.]—In a 
decision upholding the legality of the statute 
prohibiting and punishing ‘‘ mashing,’’ Jus- 
tice Collins of the state Supreme court says: 

“The masher—a parasite upon woman 
rather than her support—is crude in his no- 
tions of her better qualities and selfish and 
cruel in his conquests over inexperienced 
females who may be misled by his baneful 
attentions to their own injury before they 
are fully aware of the danger they incur and 
descend into that social abyss from which 
return is difficult. 

“If the statute can deter the operations of 
the masher among young girl. many of 
whom are unprotected and unrestrained by 
parental care in the almost unrestricted as- 
sociation of the sexes in our American life 
until they are old enough fully to appreciate 
the consequences of dishonor, some good will 
result from the statute—particularly if it 
is effectively enforced—the good to be real- 
ized to society is in preserving its best pos- 
session—a virtuous woman.”

SIX YEARS IN PRISON FOR 
ONE OF ST. LOUIS BRIBERS. 


Emil Hartmann Convicted of Being 
Among Those Who Shared $47,500 
Boodle Fund for City Lighting Bill. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 23.—After being out 
fifty-five minutes the jury in the case of 
Emil Hartmann, former member of the house 
of delegates, on trial for bribery, returned a 
verdict this afternoon before Judge Ryan 
finding the accused guilty and fixing his pun- 
ishment at six years in the penitentiary. The 
penalty is the heaviest that has been inflicted 
so far in the bribery trials. 

During the course of the trial several for- 

mer members of the house of delegates testi- 
fied to the distribution among nineteen mem- 
bers of the house combine of $47,500, paid 
for the passage of the city lighting bill. 
Hartmann, several witnesses testified, was 
one of the number who received $2,500 aplece 
for their votes on this measure. 
The trial of former Delegate Jerry 8 
gan, charged with complicity in the $75,000 
Suburban railway bribery deal, was called in 
Judge Ryan's court immediately after the 
case of Hartmann had been disposed of. De- 
murrers by counsel for the defense, charging 
that the indictment was defective and ob- 
jecting to the venire, were overruled by 
Judge Ryan and the work of secufing a jury 
was proceeded with. 


LYNCHING MAY AVENGE 
MURDER OF MISS KAISER. 


Suspect in Jail at Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
Closely Guarded—Girl’s Body Found 
in Creek—Coroner Holds Inquest. 


Lawrenceburg, Ind., May 23.—[{Special.]— 
Lynching is expected yet to avenge the mur- 


der of Miss Anna Kaiser, slain by a negro 


Thursday evening. Her body was found te- 
day in Tanner’s creek, and the suspect now 
in the county jail here is being guarded close- 
ly to prevent capture by a mob. 

Miss Kaiser’s skull had been crushed in and 
her face was cut and bruised, but she had not 
been assaulted, as first supposed. It was 
evident she had fought bravely when her 
assailant carried her into the woods after 
beating her father into unconsciousness. 

Coroner Sales at the inquest this afternoon 
rendered a verdict of murdered at the hands 
of some person or persons unknown, but sup- 
posed to have been two negroes who were 
seen acting in a suspicious manner near the 
vicinity of the crime shortly before the double 
‘assault was committed. 

The negro suspect, Louis Everson, known 
as Black Ponto,” made a statement today 
to the effect that he passed through Man- 
chester Station Wednesday night. but had 
no hand in the assault upon Mr. Kaiser or the 


girl.

LONDON, May 23.— Almost every noncon- 
formist church in London was represented 
at a mohster demonstration in Hyde Park 
today in opposition to the London education 
bill. The procession was two hours in pass- 
ing a given point. Thirty bands, playing 
only religious airs, were in the line. A*reso- 
lution adopted denounced the education bill 
because it imposes a religious test on teach- 


ers, does not provide for free teaching, and 


excludes women from election to n 
of educational authority. 


Rebuke to the Cabinet. 

It is doubtful if the British government, 
considering its composition as well as its 
size, will dare to ignore it. The silent masses 
which poured in great black streams through 
mile after mile of streets until it merged 
in one vast lake of humanity, were com- 
posed of units which ordinarily do not par- 
ticipate in popular demonstrations. They 
were largely nonconformists of the middle 
classes and their silence except at the climax 
of the day’s events was more eloquent and 


more significant than the noisy tongueings 


of the labor agitators who ordinarily gather 
on Hyde park rostrums. 

Each day of late has brought a fresh 
demonstration that the domestic affairs of 
Great Britain are on the point of radical 
reorganization. Old party lines are prac- 
tically ignored, outside of parliament itself, 
with regard to every issue which seriously 
interests the public. A majority at today’s 
monster assembly in Hyde park probably 
was composed of liberals at the last elec- 
tion, but the proportion of conservatives 
was sufficiently large to give the gathering 
a nonpartisan coloring. So, with regard to 
the discontent with the financial adminis- 
tration, the war office muddling, and other 
issues, the government critics are even more 
numerous among its nominal supporters 
than among the opposition. 


Chamberlain’s Daring Project. 

It is becoming clear that one man at least 
and he is the strongest in the present gov- 
ernment—realizes that the moment has ar- 
rived for a reorganization of parties and 
issues before the British people. Chamber- 


lain’s final words in the house of commons | 


yesterday were rightly interpreted to mean 
his determination to lead what will bein fact 
if not in name a new party. Speaking of 
the bill affirming the principle of old age 
pensions he said: 

Before any government can consider a 
scheme of that kind it must know where it 
is going to get the funds. I do not think old 
age pensions is a dead question. I think it 
may not be impossible to find the funds, but 
that, no doubt, will involve that review of 
our fiscal system which I have indicated as 
necessary and desirable at an early day. 


This is spfficiently bold, sufficiently rad- 


ical, to alarm a nation groaning under the 
enormous burden of war taxes. As a sup- 
plement to his advocacy of an imperial zoll- 
verein a week ago it is almost impossible to 
avoid the inference that his general scheme 
includes a great and new source of revenue in 
some form of customs tariff, call it by what 
name he will. 
Is Free Trade Doomed? 

In other words, Chamberlain may be ex- 
pected to confess himself an out and out 
protectionist. The audacity of such a pro- 
posal a few short years ago would have been 
greeted chiefly by ridicule. He would be a 
rash prophet who would predict its defeat at 
the polls in this country after a few months 
of campaigning undér Chamberlain’s lea@er- 


ship. 


IRISH LEADER WANTS A DUEL. 


Maj. McBride Sends Challenges to John 
Redmond and T. C. Harrington for 
Insult to Maude Gonne. 


LONDON, May 23.—Maj. McBride, organ- 
izer of the Irish Transvaal brigade, in an 
open letter from Paris has challenged John 
Redmond, Timothy C. Harrington, and their 
friends to fight one or more duels, in conse- 
quence of their attitude towards Mrs. Mc- 
Bride (formerly Maud Gonne) at the meet- 
ing of citizens held in Dublin last Monday 
night. 

The meeting resulted in scenes of extreme 
disorder owing to the presence of members 
of the Gaelic league, who are opposed to giv- 
ing King Edward a friendly welcome on his 
coming visit to Ireland. Maj. McBride says: 

lt seems that only the fact that my wife 
is a lady prevented Redmond and Harring- 
ton and their friends from dealing summar- 
ily with her. They evidently regret that it 
was not her husband who was present. Un- 
fortunately I cannot go to Ireland at present, 
but in the meantime if any of them feel ag- 
grieved at my wife's action I shall be most 
happy to afford them satisfaction in this ac- 
commodating country. France.“ 


CAPT. HARTMANN IS ACQUITTED. 


Maj. Gen. Davis Disapproves Verdict of 
Officer in Manila Accused of Mis- 
appropriating Funds.

MANILA, May 23.—Maj. Gen. Davis has re- 
turned the record of the court martial in the 
case of Capt. Hartmann, who was accused 
of misappropriating government, funds, for 
correction. The court martial sustained the 
original honorable acquittal of Capt. Hart- 
mannn. Maj. Gen. Davis disapproved this 
on the grounds that the facts did not justify 


full acquittal by the court, which was there-

NEW, CUP DEFENDER AGAIN 
PROVES SAILING QUALITIES. 


Latest Product of American Yachting 
Skill Has No Difficulty in Forging 
Ahead of Columbia and Constitu- 
tion Even in the Lightest Breese— 
Three Boats Have a Drifting Match 
im Long Island Sound, but No Time 
Is Taken at the Finish.

New York, May 23.—[Special.)—The yachts 

Reliance. Columbia, and Constitution sailed 

and drifted about the sound for 4 hours and 

40 minutes today without satisfactory re- 

sults. The new boat, however, proved by its 

sailing qualities that it did not win last Thurs- 
day’s race from Columbia by a fluke. — 

Even in the lightest breeze Reliance had no 
difficulty in forging ahead of its older - 
petitors for the honor of defending — 
America cup. 

As in Thursday’s race, Reliance gave a ro- 
markable exhibition of fast reaching. With 
only a light breeze to hélp the new boat sailed 
three miles in 16 minutes, beating Constitu- 
tion 17 minutes and 22 seconds, and Columbia 
17 minutes and 25 seconds. The last leg of 


the course was spoiled, the yachts being be- 


calmed soon after they started. Reliance, 
however, kept moving, and when ſt breezed 
up to about seven knots traveled as fast 
through the water as many of the steam 
yachts there. 

Reliance Crosses. First. 

Capt. Barr berthed Reliance in the best 
position at the start, and led the other two 
boats across the line, Constitution on the 
lee quarter and a about three lengths 
astern, a little to the windward. Capt. 
Rhoades of Constitution, for some reason 
or other, allowed Reliance to take this 
position. Constitution could have luffed out 

fore the start and crosged a little later 
but in better position. 

The wind was fluky and baffling. Reliance 
went on about its business, bucking the tide 
running to the west. Columbia and Consti- 
tution worked out more into the sound. They 
got less tide by so doing, and also carried 
what little air there was longer than Reli- 
ance, and as the three boats approached the 
first mark they were not 800 yards apart. 


For a time it looked as though Columbia 


would turn first, but the spinnaker was set 
on Reliance, and it drew just enough to keep 
the new yacht in the lead. This leg of the 
course was eleven miles in length, actual 
sailing, Taking its time from when it crossed 
the line Columbia beat Reliance two seconds 
and Constitution five minutes and twenty- 
eight seconds. * 

After turning the first mark the yachts 
had the wind over the port quarter. The 
breeze had increased then to about three knot 
strength, and Reliance under its influence 
quickly pulled away from the other boats. 
Tehn, if the wind had held true it would have 
been a beat home, but after two tacks had 
been taken Columbia and Constitution were 
becalmed, while Rellamce had drifted far 
enough ahead to catch the slight breeze 
drawing out of the Darien river on the Con- 
necticut shore to the westward. 


Reliance Leads Easily. 

It was seen that a new breeze was coming 
and Reliance, the leading boat, got this 
breeze first. The new boat quickly heeled to 
its sailing lines, although it was not more 
than seven knots strength, and even when 
Columbia and Constitution got the new 
breeze Reliance left them rapidly. 

By an agreement between the managers 
of the three yachts and the regatta commit- 
tee no time was to be taken after 6:30 o'clock. 
At that time Reliance was about off Stam- 
ford, several minutes ahead of Columbia. 
Reliance held on for seven minutes longer 
and then luffed into the wind and sent its 
club topsail down so quickly that to many 
who were some distance from the yacht it 
seemed as though it had lost the topmast. 
As soon as the club topsail was lowered Re- 
Hane bore off on its course again and luffed 
by the finishing merk at 6:49. Columbia car- 
ried its topsall right into Glen Cove and 

the finishing mark at 6:54:50. Con- 
stitution lowered its club topeail-soon after 
Reliance had sent its down, and did not 
make any effort to get to the finish.

This first meeting is expected to be prelim- 
inary, but of the utmost impertance. Mayor 
Harrison and Corporation Counsel Walker 
n attend if possible, and Mr. Hamilton. 
General Manager McCulloch, and General 
Counsel ©. R. Bliss and other officials are 
eupected to represent the company. A defi- 
nite proposition will be submitted by the 

aldermen, tentative terms

The cleaning in both wards was under the 
general direction of the Garfield Park Im- 
provement association, and Chairman Ott, 
who furnished more than 100 rakes and 
shovels, was overseeing the work. 

Ald. John B. Scully directed much of the 
work in the Thirteenth ward in person. He 
out with his automobile early, and 
sprinted through the alleys and made the 
circuit of the vacant lots, encouraging the 
cleaners, and occasionally showing them 

to use a shovel or à rake.

By the closest of margins Tale won the 
fourth annual dual track athletic meet 
here this afternoon under the compe- 
tition for the cup offered by Walter 
Camp and Harry Brooks of Yale and George 
Morrison and Everette Wendell of Harvard, 
making the score, including today’s meet, 
Tale 2, Harvard 2.

Little 
Scout, which is omly a second class handi- 
cap horse, that can go far but not fast, ran 
third and did his bea}. He was a well played 
favorite because he was overestimated and 
had worked the distance well over the deep, 
sandy track that now is an incomprehensi- 
ble feature of the Cicero course. 

A mile and a furlong at Hawthorne now 
is a test as severe for a racehorse as a mile 
and a half race on an ordinarily fast track. 
Judge Himes has been racing this spring 
over good distances. He won the Kentucky 
Derby recently, but not because he is a colt 
ot high class, but rather because he is a 
steady, persevering plodder and in condition 
for a distance race. He may be rated as 
much the same class colt Barrack was as a 
3 year old in 1900. 


7 Track Is a Fright. 
The track was not heavy in the sense usu- 
ally understood by followers ot the turf. That 
is to say, it was not wet and muddy. 
It is simply a sand track at present, though 
no doubt it will improve as the season pro- 
gresses. For a dry track the time of the 
Hawthorne handicap—2 :08—is something aw- 
ful, and it alone gives a fair idea of the going. 

Little Scout, like many another in the race, 
would have been better served by a fast 
track, and under the conditions he ran well. 

Glenwater, Huzzah, and the English horse, 
Red.

Lord Charles’ object In introducing these 
exercises is to develop the capacity Of the 
individual commander, for, as he puts it, in 
action an admiral would be no more immune 
from injury than anybody else, and the com- 
mand of the fleet might come to the most 
junior captain in action. With the motto, 
In time of peace prepare for war,“ borne in 
mind, he is trying to train his captains to be 
ready for any eventuality. 


Makes Thrusts at Ctitics. 


The exacting responsibility of the com- 
mand of Britain’s big ironclad fleet does not 
prevent Lord Charles from indulging in an 
occasional thrust at the critics of the ad- 
miralty. At a luncheon given in Dublin on 
Thursday in honor of the officers of the 
channel fleet, he told an amusing story. A 
case came to his notice some time ago in 
which the admiral on the China station had 
carried away his foreyard, and he wrote to 
the admiralty asking that a new foreyard 
might be sent out. In reply he was informed 
that a new foreyard would be sent out, but 
before it was dispatched the authorities 
would like to know who had carried away 
the foreyard, what he had done with it, and 
where he had put it. 


Many Aged Rulers in Europe. 

The duke of Cambridge’s reference to his 
advancing years at a meeting of the United 
Service institution is a reminder of the fact 
that he has turned 84 years, and that he is 
almost the oldest royal personage on active 
service.

burg, who is 86; the ex-queen of Hanover, 85; 
Princess Mathilde Bonaparte, 83; the duch- 
ess of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, 83; the grand 
duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 81; the 
dowager Princess Louis of Bourbon, Sicily, 
81: the dowager Princess Marie Beatrice of 
Bourbon, 79; the grand duke of Saxe-Mein- 
ingen, 77; ex-Empress Bugenie, 77; the duke 
of Saxe-Altenburg, 77; the Archduke Renier 
of Austria, 76; Queen Isabella of Spain, 74.

DEFENDS VANDERBILT WEDDING 


Chancellor of London Diocese Declares 
He Had No Right to Deny License 
to New York Millionaire. 


LONDON, May 23.—In a letter to the Times, 
occupying three columns, Dr. Tristram, 
chancellor of the London diocese, today de- 
fends his action in granting the Vanderbilt- 
Rutherfurd marriage license by law and 
custom. Dr. Tristram contends that he was 
obliged to grant Mr. Vanderbilt's application. 

The chancellor's answer to the bishop of 
London's severe criticism forms the text 
for a lengthy editorial in the Times, which 
says Dr. Tristram’s argument opens up an 
important controversy between church and 
state. 

The Times maintains that the Rev, R. H. 
Hadden’s act in marrying Mr. Vanderbilt 
and Mrs. Rutherfurd was due solely to an 
error of judgment, which it hopes will not 
be copled by others of the English clergy, 
and deprecates the “heavy moral censure 
which seemed to be implied by the bishop 
of London's language.“ 

The Times upholds Dr. Tristram's conten- 
tion that he had no right to interfere in a 
matter so dubious, whereon the house of 
lords and the house of commons had them- 
selves legislated in direct contradiction of 
each other and “ to the general moral sense 
of the public.” 

The editorial continues: 

“It would seem a great hardship that by 
the sole fault of the guilty party an in- 
nocent person should be placed during the 
lifetime of that partner under one of the 
greatest and most trying disabilities that can 
be inflicted, a disability which may involve 
the greatest temptation, and where Christian 
opinion has been and is clearly divided. 
Even clergymen owe some deference to the 
laws of the country, and still more to the 
moral sense of justice in the community.

Betting Bill Thrown Out.

The simple object ot 
the bill, which might, no doubt, have been 
advantageously amended, was to prohibit 
betting in public places..

HONOLULU. May 23.—A serious question.

‘school, an epileptoid seizure, which so alarmed his teachers that they urged 
his parents to take him home. Balzac, though an omnivorous reader, cut a 
poor figure at school. His epileptoid attack never returned. ö

brother, who died at 37 in an insame hospital, was a quick, precocious 
child. He had poetic tastes and achieved some distinction at school. He

— before he went to south 
Africa, refused Canada’s proposal that 
Canadian products be exempted from the 

tax. After his return to England he 
turned right about face and came out for an 
imerumperial preference policy as the so- 
intion of the question of British unity. 

What had happened in the meantime was 
that W. 8. Fielding, Canadian finance min- 
ister, had made a speech in the dominion 

* of commons, in which he warned 
Chamberlain and the British government of 
the consequences that might follow a con- 
tinued refusal to recognize Canada’s claims 
to somne sort of trading concession, 


Forcing Chamberlain's Hand. 


The inference is that Mr. Chamberlain's 
hand, if not that of the imperial government, 
has been forced by Mr. Fielding. It remains 
to be seen how large a following Mr. Cham- 
berlain can command in the cabinet and in 
thé country in this matter. It is hardly like- 
ly so shrewd a politician, so great a master 
of the game of politics as it is played in the 
united kingdom, would have taken this new 
departure unless well assured he had a con- 
siderable body of public opinion behind him. 

The Canadian ministers stated if they could 


be assured that the imperial government | 


would accept the principle of preferential 
trade generally, and particularly grant to the 
food cts of Canada in the united king- 
dom ¢xemption from the duties now levied, 
or hereinafter imposed, they, the Canadian 
ministers, would be prepared to go further 
‘tito the subject, and endeavor to give the 
British manufacturer some increased ad- 
vantage over his foreign competitors in the 
markéts of Canada. 

The Gnance minister in the course of his 

said the London conference settled 
the principle upon which the British empire 
alone can rest, the principle that the British 
empire is composed of a galaxy of free na- 
tions all Gwing the same allegiance to the 
gane sovereign, but all owing paramount 
aliegiance also to the respective peoples of 
the respective countries. 

Mr, Chamberlain may or may not have been 
influenced in his new departure for British 
unity and imperialism by Mr. Fielding’s 
words, but in laying down the foundation of 
his new policy in the recent speech hesaid, as 
enden: “ For him local questions were com- 
paratively unimportant beside the great im- 
perialiat policy upon which the fate of the 
empire depended—namely: whether we stand 
free nation against all the 
world, of Whether we shall fall into separate 
states selfishly seeking their own interests 
the advantage that unity alone 
can give.” —

The amendment to the Torfens law has suc- 
cessfully passed the test of legislative and 
executive action, and only awaits the ap- 
proval of the electors of Cook county to go 
into legal effect and operation. This cannot 
take place until a year from next November, 
but the general belief is that it will on that 
occasion be quite as emphatically approved 
the present Torrens law. 

Gov. Yates’ approval of the measuré came 
as a decided relief to its friends, who were 
becoming uneasy over his delay, and especial- 
ly since the opponents of the measure seemed 
to be quite hopeful that he would veto it. It 
was known,however, that the governor was 
friendly disposed toward the Torrens system, 
and the fact that the adoption of the aménd- 
ment rested with the people of Cook county 
friends of the measure to believe he 
would not withhold his approval. 

This evidently weighed with the governor, 
as indicated in the statement he gave out in 
connection with his approval, but the state- 
ment as a whole was nevertheless a strong 
defense of the system, which he declared to 
have been a success in other counties, and to 
lead in Cook county in real estate transac- 
tions to ease, safety, dispatch, and economy. 


Has One Doubt. 


In treating of the amendment,. however, 
he indicated quite clearly that he had serious 
doubts as to the justice or wisdom of re- 
quiring only executors and administrators |

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

“What most impressed me in the east,” 
said George Marcy, who returned yesterday 
from New York, was the effect of the long 
continued drought in New York and New 
England. In sections of New York they 
have had no rains for thirty days, and pas- 
tures are brown and oats in poor condition. 


there is bound to be a big feeding demand in 
consequence for oats and corn all through 
the summer.” 

Recent Boston papers print dispatches from 
all over New England on the severe drought, 
which has lasted in parts of Maine and Ver- 
mont as long as forty-five days. There have 
been great losses already to vegetables, hay, 
and what smal! grains are grown. 

“The corn market has held up well,” said 
George S. McReynolds, under the weight 
of the heavy selling of corn by the country 
the last two weeks, but I believe it will feel 
the effect later and look for lower prices.“ 

The northwest came to thefront yesterday 
with its first claims of crop damage to wheat, 
a dispatch to a Minneapolis elevator firm 
from its branch at Fargo, N. D., saying 
„heavy rains last night; valley crop dam- 

aged.“ 

„Only a small section of minols has been 
selling corn on the recent rush of farmers and 
dealers to market their grain,“ said J. G. 
Snydacker. What Will happen when Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, and Iowa, for even Iowa 


has a good deal of corn left, although not of 


good quality, begin to sell is a question for the 
longs to consider. There is an immense long 
interest here, but with the new crop well 
started there will be no holding back in the 
country, and when recent purchases begin 
to arrive it will take a phenomenal demand 
to keep stocks here from piling up. It should 
be remembered that while receipts as shown 
by the car lots have been running smaller 
than the rule on average crops, there has 
been a steady growth in the capacity of the 
cars.“ 

„Hope, main strength, and persistent buy- 
ing.“ says Bennett, have enabled the corn 
bulls to hold their market steady at a small 
fractional decline im spite of the discouraging 
disposition of country holders of cash corn 
to sell their possession on an enormous scale 
at current prices. Receipts have not yet 
shown much increase, and this has been a 
help in sustaining prices, but if the country 
selling continues—and the country has the 
corn to sell—a break must come some time 
and we look for one soon. All the recent 
country selling has beenin Illinois. Nebraska 
farmers have been busy with their work and 
have not been selling, but reliable advices 
are that there is almost an ordinary normal 
crop back in Nebraska, which will begin to 
come forward soon.’ 


Guesses on Wheat Buying. 


Wheat traders were mystified by the heavy 
buying of July yesterday by Bartlett-Frazier. 
They were inclined to believe at first that 
it was for Armour account, In spite of the 
open selling by Armour going on at the 
same time, but were not so sure when the 
market yielded. A report from St. Louis 
was positive that the buying was for Cleage, 
who has become the big July holder in that 
market, and still another theory was that 
it was the covering of a line of short wheat 
for an eastern operator. If the latter ex- 
planation was correct, this operator must 
have been a bear on all the grain markets, 
for there was heavy buying by the same con- 
cern in both corn and oats. , 

Armour is still marketing the contract 
stock of wheat here, his sales of No. 1 north- 
ern the last two days being 215,000 bu, and 
shipments for the week 500,000 bu. There 
should be a decrease of nearly 300,000 bu in 
contract stocks for the week, as the contri- 
butions from private houses were 232 cars 
and 20,000 bu, but these contributions were 
as liberal on the last two days of the week 
as on the first, and show no clear signs of 
letting up. 

The hog movement for the week and com- 

parative figures thereon tends to prove the 
‘elaim that buyers are finding other markets 
, mare attractive than Chicago. The local re- 
celpts for the week were 160,000, 5,000 less 
than during the corresponding period last 
year. Shipments for the same time were 
7,500, as compared with 25,000 the same week 
last year. At nearly all the important pack- 
ing points lower prices are quoted than are 
current here. 
The conditions of supply and demand in 
provisions,“ says Theron Logan, seem 
tending toward lower prices. The operations 
of some of the large packing interests in this 
market keep the short interest guessing, but 
we think the bear will finally get the money. 
The hog is the most profitable thing on the 
farm, and there is plenty there to feed him.

There was a slightly better New England 
demand for kiln dried corn yesterday; buyers 
willing to pay a small premium over offers 
from other markets of guaranteed corn. 

Country offerings of oats are still light, but 
there has been country selling of futures for 
several days from the districts which have 
received the much needed rains.

_ Wheat traders who have been placing 

heir confidence in sustained prices and 
poor crop prospects abroad, were influenced

Should this little courtesy either by chance 
ee complaisance be omitted, Chicago would 
Year that as a city it had failed to duly im- 
vress the casual and fleeting itinerant. The 
chastisement he commonly inflicts upon the 
city for its sins is his disgust and detestation 
with its noise, smoke, bad pavements, and 
dirty streets. But inasmuch as the home 
production of these rebukes toChicago's vain- 
glory is active and fully supplies the demand, 
the foreign output has ceased to be a novelty 
or to provoke attention, to say nothing of 
‘frritation.

the old masters at the institute. If it were 
true. therefore, as Count de Fleurier is 


eredited with saving, that there is not more 


than one original in the whole collection, it 
‘would be a serious blow to this cherished 
ceit. On the other hand M. A. Borel, a 
neh critic authority, who opportunely 
arrived: here ut the same time, declares. 
himself surprised and delighted at finding 
such evidence of art, culture, and knowledge, 
as well as of enterprise that is implied by 
this possession of old masters and of several 
pictures in the Field Memorial room. He 
pronounces them all good, and several of 
them beautiful and even marvelous, speci- 
mens cf their class; especially Van Dyck, Jan 
Steen, Terburg, and Rembrandt. It is true 
that some of them are by no means the best 
Bpecimens of the best masters. There are 
few or none such in thiscountry. But others 
are the best specimens of the second best 
masters. There are still others lent by their 
owners, for which the institute authorities 
do not vouch. 
: But the purchase and collection of these 
paintings, not to speak of the Field room, in- 
volved a praiseworthy degree of trouble, per- 
severance, self-sacrifice, and financial risk 
on the part of a few men that deservedly 
shines conspicuous, like a good deed in 
the naughty world” that Chicago has the 
discredit of being. Certainly it was an ex- 
hibition of disinterested devotion to art, to 
gay nothing of public spirit, that is not gen- 
erally attributed to the hustling, bustling 
commercial community in which it was dis- 
played. and which is a big mark for gibes 
and “knocks” of all kinds. 

In 1888; when Mr. C. L. Hutchinson and Mr. 
French, the institute director, were in Eu- 
rope, they heard through the American con- 
sul at Florence that what was left of the 
Demidoff gallery was for sale. The Demi- 
doffs were the Italian branch of the Russian 
family that had settled in Florence. A large 
part of their art possessions had already been 
sold, but these had been retained by the head 
of the family as his most cherished and 
valuable. The two Chicago gentlemen visited 
the exhibit merely for their personal inter- 
est: the financtal condition of the Institute 
made all thought of buying ridiculous. They 
were, however, convinced of its value and the 
rare opportunity thus offered for purchasing. 

Two years later Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. 
Ryerson secured from the institute au- 
thority to purchase as many of the pic- 
tures ‘as they should deem best. They 
bovght thirteen while abroad that year, 
chiefly through the well known house 
of Durang- Riel, expending the sum of 
$175.000. Inasmuch. as the institute had 
no funds for any such purpose, it was 
in effect a purely personal transaction on 
their part. The pictures were sent to Chi- 
cago and duly installed in the present build- 
ing. A portion of this amount invested was 
at their personal solicitation shared by con- 
tributions from Sidney Kent, Byron L. 
Smith, T. B. Blackstone, Edson Keith, and 

Charies T. Yerkes, who are credited as 
donors of the pictures they bought. Mr. 
Marshall Field also intested, but did not 
designate any picture. This, however, left 
an unpaid sum of $100,000, for which the in- 
stitute has given notes, without interest, it 
is said, making the corporation the owner 
ef the remaining pictures. Until these notes 
are paid, however, the institute and the pub- 
lic are still indebted to Messrs. Hutchinson 
and Ryerson for the collection, of whose 
genuineness there is no doubt. Its existence 
enables art students and art lovers in this 
part of the world to see specimens of work 
that they would never see under any other 
circumstances. As the owner of valuable 
works of this Kind it enables the institute 
and Chicago to share some of the promi- 
nence that the possession of celebrated 
works gives to all galleries and to the cities 
herein they are located. This credit to the 


Institute and city is imprinted on all of the 


reproductions of these paintings by Braun 
and other famous reproducers of the famous 
works of art. 

1 think the purchase of that collection 
was a splendid, daring piece of work,“ says 
Mr. O’Brien, the art dealer. It was cred- 
ftable to those two men and an honor to 
Chicago. Every year they are enhancing in 
value. The Italian law forbidding export of 
the old masters has greatly advanced prices. 

ey ere already worth five times as much as 
they were when bought ten or twelve years 
ago. The same is true of several in the Field 
collection, which was valued, I think, at 
$300.009. The nerve and foresight that se- 
curéd the old masters, and which received so 
little en ment from other rich men, 
deserve the highest praise. Its single mind- 
ed devotion to art and its foresight, are es- 
pecially, noticeable in a city with a reputa- 
tion for so intense a commercial spirit.“ 


Budding of Genius. 
ONSIDERING how humble the begin- 
ning of some great artists, there is a 

“humorous side to the keenness of the

All this, makes the performance of Miss 
Evelyn G. Gardiner the mate creditable as an 
athletie feat. As à junior at Vassare she 
broke the college records in these two events 
and is now the champion jumper , of the 
school. 

Miss Gardiner made the breed 
jump ot 7 feet 7 inches. beating the record 
by one inch, and in the running broad jump 
she made 14 feet 6% inches, beating the rec- 
ord by: three inches.

It was the 8 interclass track meet of 
Vassar in which these records were made.

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T’S happened at last. 

Like every one else you probably have 
stood and watched to see if the safe 
would fall when t was being hoisted to 
an upper window ina big building. But 

you probably have never seen it fall. 

But the unexpected happened the other 
day. 

To the tune When Johnny Comes March- 
ing Home” a fireproof safe, weighing 6,500 
pounds, came through the fourth floor win- 
dow of a Dearborn street office building, 
took the winch in its teeth, and settled to the 
paving in the alley, crashing through into a 
basement much to the astonishment of Car- 
penter C. H. Walker, who was working at a 
bench about two feet away from the final 
imprint of the huge steel box. 


Two men were employed on this work, wha 1 


had made a specialty of safe moving, one for 
ten and one for twenty years, with never a 


hitch of the kind before in their experiences. 
In this case charity and a street band were 


the causes. In charity the foreman of the 
gang of movers had taken on a man Whosaid 
he was hungry and needed work; and while 
the band was passing this man stopped to 
look; on the instant the crank which he was 
turning slipped off the winch, a safety dog 
cut away the safety notch that could not stop 
the gtaring, and under sudden stress the safe 
slipped the wound rope from the winch and 
settled fast enough to break in a @ccayed 
pavement, leaving the man who had been 
“riding” the safe to cling to an open win- 
dow shutter on thé second floor till he could 
be drawn inside, | 
| * * 
_» 500 Above Tenth Floor. 

This ig the story of an accident caused by 
the momentary carelessness of an incompe- 
tent man. It is another significant story 
that there are perhaps 500 safes of all sizes 
from 100 to 20,000 pounds resting safely in 
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offices above the tenth floor line in downtown 
Chicago. 

Safe moving has approached an art in re- 
cent years, when a safe that is a safe must be 
large enough inside for room and at the same 
time must be fireproof and proof against the 
assaults of burglars. A safe weighing 6,000 
pounds is an average size; there are numer- 
ous ones weighing 10,000 to 15,000 pounds, 
while in the office of a big company in Lake 
street is one of its giant fire and burglar 
proof manufactures weighing 21.000 pounds 
and which an average safe moving concern 
would readily put into the sevemteenth floor 
of THe TRIBUNE building as one of the casual 
orders of a day. 

Perhaps no other piece of office furniture 
has déveloped in size and weight in recent 
years as hag the modern safe, and yet, with 
all of this, the construction of the modern 
building has not had to be changed a hair's 
breadth to accommodateit. In the building 
of steel construction the elevator shafts are 
the routes taken by ingoing and outgoing 
safes, and in this respect the shafts could 
not have been bettér built to the order than 
they are. With the old buildings safes must 
take to the windows, and in the moving of 
some of these heavy receptacles there is fre- 
quently mot an inch of space to spare in a 
window frame. , 


How Safes Are Moved. 


Ordinarily in removing a safe from one of 
these old buildings or into it, the suspending 
arrangement is made fast to the roof; oc- 
easionally the supporting timber is put 
through a window above that out of which 
the safe will come. If possible, it is desir- 
able to remove a safe from a window on the 
alley side, in which case the supporting tim- 
ber may be laid from the roof of one build- 
ing to the roof of another, simplifying the 
anchorage in great degree. 

The wagon carrying the winch mounted at 
its front end and with place for the safe 
behind is of first consideration. A full size 
wagon of the kind will hug the ground while 
the winch may be lifting a dead weight of 
30,000 pounds. In the lifting of heavy safes 
a manila rope of government requirement 


and 1½ inches in diameter, showing the blue 


thread that marks the navy’s qualifying test, 
is used. Its tensile strength is 1,800 pounds, 
and when it has been passed and repassed 
and passed again through and over the 
blocks and pulleys that are rigged for the 


lift, this rope could break at nothing. 


For the anchorage in lifting a big safe the 
most select seasoned oak timbers are se- 
cured, ranging from eight inches square to 


twelve, and from ten to fifteen feet long. 


The grain must be of the straightest, the 


timber must not have a suggestion of a knot, 
and the seasoning must be perfect. In mov- 
ing a safe up the elevator shaft of a modern 
skyscraper three of the elevators are put 
out of commission for the time, for the 
reason that the timber must project over 
the beams into the shaft on each side of the 
one up which the safe is to go. 

Attached to the beam at the top is an 
anchorage of ropes, into which is hooked 
the tackle threaded with the rope through 
three pulleys; below, just above the top of the 
safe to be lifted, is a duplicate tackle, hooked 
into the ropes that enwrap the safe itself.

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These ropes are passed four or five times 
around a safe, with the corners protected by 
burlap, and when the ropes are ready to be 
tied a plain, square knot is made—a knot 
that is of the simplest grocer’s tie and biting 
tighter and tighter as more strain comes 
upon it. 
J J 


Height Is Immaterial. 


When the safe is ready to lift a man 
mounts it as a guide, using only his hands 
and knees in the work, as while the safe is 
suspended and moving upward it is easily 
kept to its track. The height to which a 
load needs be lifted cuts no figure with the 
mover save as time is required in the lifting. 
Each additional looping of the rope in the 
tackle blocks decreases the weight of the 
lift, and in the same proportion the speed at 
which the safe will rise. Ordinarily, a safe 
requiring a three pulley tackle may be lifted 
at the rate of six floors in two hours. The 
loftiest safe in Chicago is said to be on the 
eighteenth floor of the Masonic temple, and 
it was lifted to that height at one pull. A 
rope nearly 3,000 feet long was necessary to 
do the work. | 

One of the largest safes in thé city resting 
at the * height is one weighing 14,000 
pounds on the eighth floor of the Champlain 
building at State and Madison streets. It 
was lifted to place without a hitch. Fri- 


day evening of last week another safe weigh- 


ing 7,000 pounds was raised to the thirteenth 
floor of the sam building. 

Men who handle these great steel chests 
are experts at the business and are paid the 
wages of skilled men. The foreman of a 
moving gang will get $35 a week salary; his 
helper in chief may get $20, while the gang 
members get 35 cents an hour, the union 
scale. Six men,.a team and wagon will 
move the biggest safe ever made to any 
point in Chicago buildings; four men are the 
average crew of.a wagon. 


— 
Heaviest Weighed 60,000 Pounds. 


It is said that the heaviest piece of metal 
in one single lump ever lifted into place in 
Chicago was an armature designed for a 
stockyards plant and weighing 60,000 pounds. 
Three wagons’ with winches were used, and 
three clutches were taken upon the piece. 

‘Considering the weight of the pieces which 
safe movers in Chicago are called upon to 
handle, the percentage of accidents is re- 
duced to a minimum through the perfecting 
of apparatus and the rigid inspection under 
which it is kept. But there are accidents 
occasionally. 

For instance, one of the most unforeseen 
of these occurred at the mouth of the alley 
leading from Clark street to Dearborn, just 
opposite the county building. A wagon was 
loaded with a 4,500 pound safe, that stood 
high in proportion to its width and depth; 
the roadway was icy, and, as the wagon 
swung in the wheels on one side slipped 
sharply, toppling the safe off the wagon, 
through a wall, and into the middle of the. 
floor of a basement saloon. 


* 
Draw Enormous. Crowds. 


In a general way it has been remarked 
that few operations, personal or official, in 
a downtown street in Chicago will attract 
more persons of the innocent bystander ”’ 
type than will the removal ofa big safe from 
a height. The more innocent the bystander 
the closer under it he stands, and in the 
seasoff of May moving it is not uncommon 
to see a safe weighing 6000 or 8,000 pounds 
going up the facade of a State street building 
with an interrupted stream of traffic making

LIVES IN THE SKY, 


‘Planet No. 334, Which Gives Key to 
Density of Jupiter, Represents 
City in the Firmament. 


earth, is not confined to the Um- 
its of the world, but lives also in 
the firmament. The name “ Chi- 
cago is wheeling through space identifying 
to all astronomers an important planet. 
Away out in space it is revolving in an orbit 


HICAGO,” the name known ‘and 
4 recognized in every corner of the 


the name of the greatest city in America. 
In ‘the august assemblage of the heavenly 
bodies, unawed by the majestic presence 
of Jupiter or the hoary age of Saturn, un- 
dismayed at the sight of Mars, the war god, 
flashing red with the blood of battle, un- 
concerned even by the rival beauty of Venus, 
Chicago unhesitatingly takes her place and 
confidently asserts her right to recognition. 

Prof. Kurt Laves of the University of Chi- 
cago is going to publish a paper in the de- 
cennial publications of ‘the university, and 
the subject is to be The Orbit of the Planet 
(334) Chicago.” 

Is Between Mars and Jupiter. 

The planet Chicago is to be found hall way 
between Mars and Jupiter, about 300,000,000. 
miles from the earth, a little less than four 
times the distance from the earth to the sun. 
It was discovered by Prof. Max Wolf of the 
observatory of Heidelberg in 1698, at the 
time of the world’s fair, and as its discov- 
ery was announced at a meeting of astron- 
omers held in Chicago in connection with the 
fair the planet was christened Chicago. Like 
the other smaller planets of the heavens, it 
was given a number, and that number is 334. 

The planet Chicago is one of the group of 
the minor planets which occupy the zone be- 
tween Jupiter and Mars. There are about 
500 of these planets, but only a few are of 
importance. How these planets were discov- 
ered is almost a story by itself. Uptothe be- 
ginning of the last century not a one of them 
was known to astronomers. But nearly 
every astronomer had been struck by the 
great gap which.existed between the orbits 
of Mars and Jupiter. Except for this space 


planets extended out into space according 
to a regular law, and it was seen that if an- 
other planet could de interpolated between 
‘Mars and Jupiter the order of distances 
would be complete. 


First Search for Wanderers. 

So sure were the astronomers that there 
must be another planet there that in 1800 they 
formed an association of twenty-four ob- 
servers to examine the heavens in detail till 
they found the missing planet. But, like 
other associations, they took a long while to 
get started, and, while they were getting 
ready, another astronomer, one who was not 
in the union,” accidentally discovered the 
first of the little pianets. 

On the first day of the new century an 
Italian, Piazzf of Palermo, while studying 
the constellation of the bull, Taurus, found a 
star which did not seem to belong there. 
The next night he observed it again, but it 
had changed its position. The supposition, 
therefore, was that if the star was moving 
‘it must be a planet. Piazzi followed it for 
six weeks, and then lost sight of it in the 
rays of the sun. 

Then the puzzle was where to find the lost 
planet. But a German mathematician, 
Gauss, got to work on it, and from Piazzi's 
observations he was able to calculate where 
the planet ought to be at any given time. 


telescopes, and when they followed his ad- 
vice there in the place in the heavens which 
he indicated they found their planet. 

Since the discovery of this, the first of the 
minor planets, which was named Ceres, 
many astronomers have devoted themselves 
with great assiduity to finding others. New 
methods were devised to make the work of 
detecting a new planet easier, until new 
nearly 500 have been found and named, and 
have in turn been the objects of mathemat- 
ical calculations covering acres of paper. 


Chicago First Seen from Germany. 

The planet Chicago was discovered at the 
Heidelberg observatory by Prof. Max Wolf 
by means of an ingenious yet simple process. 
All he did was to put upon a great tele- 
scope a camera which took the place of the 
human eye. Then the telescope was pointed

In a general way, also, it is conceded that 
there is no particular risk from the act of 
safe gazing; if you can keep a truck from 
running over you as you look, you are not 
likely to realize on an accident policy from 
the breaking of a rope, or clutch, or the 
slipping of a knot.

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expected to discover a new planet. The 
telescope was rotated by a clock so as toa 
keep pace with the apparent movement of 
the fixed stars. The photographic plate was 
exposed, and the stars made their imprint 
on it as points. But there was a planet in 
the fleld of the telescope; it made its mark 
on the plate, not as a point, but, on account 
of its motion, as a line. It followed that if 
a line appeared across a part of the heavens 
where it was known that never before a 
planet had been found, it was reasonably 
sure that a new planet had been discovered. 
If further tests proved this true it was mere- 
ly a question of giving the planet a number 
and a name. 

The photographic method was the one em- 
ployed in the discovery of Chicago, and 
it has revealed many others since Prof. Wolf 
located the little wanderer in space. One 
of the most important planets thus found 
is Eros, which was discovered in 1808 by 
Prof. G. Witt of Heidelberg, a friend of 
Prof. Laves of the University of Chicago. 
The planet Eros at certain times in its orbit 
comes extremely near the earth, closer than 
Mars or Venus, or any other of the little 
planets, and while it is near the earth it ia 
possible to make observations upon it which 
furnish an accurate means of calculating 
the distance of the earth from the sun. 


Furnishes Key to Problem. 

That is what Eros is valuable for. Chi- 
cago’s claim to usefulness is based upon 
other properties. Away out there in space 
several hundred millions of miles away from 
the sun the little planet Chicago Is strongly 
attracted by the big planet Jupiter. But 
Chicago moves much faster than Jupiter— 
Chicago never was siow—and thus Jupiter's 
power of attraction is not always the same. 
So it happens that instead of describing an 
ellipse around the sun, Chicago is forced to 
proceed in an irregular course, ag if the el- 
Ups had been drawn by a person whose 
hand was shaking with the palsy. These de- 
viations from a smooth path are called per- 
turbations. Just how much these perturba- 
tions amount to at any place in the path Prof. 
Laves has calculated. He can tell just how 
far away from a regular ellipse the little 
planet is at any time. But in his calculations 
he has to assume as correct the estimated 
mass or weight of Jupiter. Now, if the 
weight assumed is correct and the calcula- 
tions are correct, the telescope, if pointed at 
any time, where Prof. Laves directs, ought to 
show Chicago. But if Chicago fails to ap- 
pear, then the weight of Jupiter must have 
been wrong. By finding out just how far 
wrong the estimated position of Chicago was 
it will be possible to determine the mass of 
Jupiter, by working the problem backward. 
And that is what Chicago is good for, to 
help out one of her brother planets.

N the lives of these four men are present- 
ed four widely varying careers, each in 


’ its way representing the struggle and 


triumph of grit and endurance. In two 

cases the struggle is still on. Possibly 
even the other two would not admit that their 
ptruggies are over and that their ends are 
achieved. 

There is also what the world likes to regard 
as romance in these four lives. There is at 
least revealed in each the unexpected turn 
vf fate which sometimes makes romance. 

One is Lee S. J. Hunt, formerly an Indiana 
school teacher, now confidential adviser to 
the king of Corea. : 

The second is Henry K. Goodwin, a life 
prisoner at the Charlestown (Mass.) state 
prison, recognized by Edison as an expert 


- electrician, now waiting for his expected re- 


lease by pardon. 
The third is William G. Wilgus, fifth vice 
president of the New York Central railroad, 
who applied to the road for an ordinary posi- 
tion five years ago and was refused. Now he 
is about to undertake the expenditure of $30,- 
000,000 in improvements. 
The fourth is Louis de Brouckere, who has 
resigned a chair in the University of Brus- 
gels to become a third class apprentice in the 
Baldwin locomotive works. 


From Schoolhouse to Palace. 


Tears ago Mr. Hunt, the Indiana school 
teacher, left his native county heavily in 
debt. Now he is said to have paid his debts 


twice over and to be worth $15,000,000. He 


has almost outdone the count of Monte 
Cristo. The turning point in his fortunes 
came when he was sent to China to help build 
a railroad. After his arrival there the Chi- 
nese government rescinded the concession 
which had béen given the American company 


‘and Hunt was on his uppers again. He 


‘knocked about China for a few months and 
‘then went to Corea. 

Just how it happened no one knows, but he 
managed to get on the good side of the king 
of Corea. For him he was able to negotiate 
a loan from Russia. For this service the 
king gave him a large tract of land, on which 
was located valuable mining property. Hunt 
organized the Oriental Mining company and 
‘gold an interest in the mines to the Roths- 
‘childs for $6,000,000. 

Then he returned to America for a short 


- «visit. He announced that on a certain day 


he would square his debts, and he did, pay- 
ing back double the amount he owed. 

In Corea he lives like a potentate. At dif- 
ferent times he has taken over thirty young 
men to the oriental country and has placed 

them in high positions. It is related that his 
influence over the king is remarkable, and 
marvelous stories are told of the magnifi- 
cence in which he lives. These are believed 
by those who know the ma**2r in which he 
spent money 
country. 

Henry K. Goodwin could scarcely be con- 
* a successful man, and yet the pluck 
with which he has fought against adversity 
for many years and the fact that his grit is 
to be rewarded place him in the class with 
the others. Goodwin is waiting, as he has for 
eighteen years, for his release from the Mas- 
sachusetts penitentiary. This time he has 
great chance of being rewarded, and Gov. 
‘Bates is expected to yield to the requests 
for clemency. Then Goodwin expects to be- 
gin life again just as if the eighteen years 
of imprisonment had not come into his 
existence. 

In the prison he has been the expert elec- 
trictan. He has won the notice of Edison. 
He installed the telephones in the prison 
and equipped the death chair. He has put 
numberless inventions on the market since 
he has been in prison, and their benefit to 
the commercial world is recognized as enor- 
‘mous. He has been a model prisoner, and 
the state is thou ds of dollars richer for 
‘having him —— having profited 
by inventions used in the prison. 

His the murder of his part- 

ner, a man o he believed had robbed 
him ot his patents. For this crime he was 
gentenced to life imprisonment. For four- 
teen years his wife worked to secure his par- 
don. and when she died she left him a mes- 
sage bidding him still to hope.

If a man goes out from his college with a 
definite end in view and with the perse- 
verance to carry that viewpoint to its real- 
ization, that man will be successful.”

That’s the Fate of Men in Albania 
Who Persist in Becoming 
Intoxicated. 


ERE is a graduation of penalties for a 
plain drunk.“ which seems to indi- 
cate that higher civilization is more 
tolerant of intoxication than benight- 
ed communities—or communities 80 

considered: 

In this country—$2’and casts. 

In Persia—eighty lashes on the soles of the 
feet. 

In Turkey—the bastinado to a more severe 
extent. 

In Albania—death. 

In the three latter instances the extreme 
penalty is given above. Before the officials 
give a man up as confirmed in his cups they 
lecture him. In Persia they put him on the 
blacklist first and forbid. him the bazaara 
except in certain hours and then under po. 
lice supervision, and also places of amuse- 
ment and worship. 

In Turkey the offender receives an admonli- 
tion and is fined for the first offense, and the 
bastinado is applied afterwards if the crime 
be repeated. 

Among the mountaineers of Albania and 
Montenegro drunkenness is regarded as a 
political offense and for that reason is con- 
sidered more serious than if it were a moral 
one. 

Among the mountaineers fighting and 
drinking are not considered to go together, 
and to be able to fight is the first duty of a 
citizen. Therefore the drunkard is harshly 
dealt with. At first they try moral suasion 
with the festive tippler, but when that fails 
and he persists in making the mountain 
peaks ring to his Montenegrin substitute 
for We don’t go home till morning he is 
declared to be a danger and a disgrace to 
his tribe and his country and is quietly as- 


* sassinated by order of the local chief. 


Old Time Cookery. 


Science of the Bake Oven as Taught 
250 Years Ago. 


N the early days of the seventeenth cen- 
tury gastronomy was truly a wonderful 
science, if a little cookery book, published 
in 1638, and now in the possession of a 
Chicago woman, is any criterion. The 
title it bears is Murrell’s Two Books of 
Cookerie and Carving. Printed for John 
Marriot, and are to be sold at his Shop in 
Saint Dunstan's Church- yard in Fleet-street. 
1838.“ To bake red deere you are directed 
to “ Parboyle it, and presse it, and let it 
lye all night in Red-Wine and Vinegar; then 
Larde it Thicke, and season it with Pepper, 
Salt, Cloues, Mace, Nutmeg, and Ginger. 
Bake it in a deepe Coffin of Rye-paste, with 
store of Butter: let it soake well. Leaue a 
vent-hole in your Pye, and when you draw 
it out of the Ouen, put in melted Butter, Vine- 
gar, Nutmeg, Ginger, and a little Sugar; 
shake it very well together, and put it into 
the Ouen againe, and let it stand three or 
foure houres at the least, to soake thorowly; 
when your Ouen is cold take it out, and stop 
the hole with Butter.“ 

Next is a heading, Fritters on the Court 
Fashion: Take the Curds of a Sacke- 
posset, the yolkes of sixe Egges, and the 
whites of two of them, fine flower, and make 
batter: season it with Nutmeg and a little 
Pepper, put in a little strong aleand warme 
milke: mingle all together, and put them into 
Larde; neither too hot nor too cold. If your 
batter swim, it is in good temper.”’ 

A recipe To make blancht Manchet in a 
Fryingpan by its substitution of Man- 
chet or fine bread for meat, shows Chau- 
cer’s “ blank-manger " on its way to become 
the modern blanc-mange, though it is the 
fourteenth, and not the seventeenth, century 
form which has survived. The recipe runs: 
“Take halfe-a-dosen Egges, halfe a pinte of 
sweet Creame, a penny manchet grated, a 
nutmeg grated, two Spoonefuls of Rose- 
water, two ounces of Sugar, worke all stiffe 
like a Pudding: then frye it like a Tansey in 
a little Fryingpan that it may be thicke; frye 
it browne and turne it out upon a plate. Cut 
it in quarters, and serue it like a Pudding. 
Scrape on Sugar.” 

The method of concocting a Gellie of Pip- 
pins, of the Colour of Amber,” is also worth 
quoting. “Take eight faire pippins, take 
out the coares, Wyle them in-a quart of 
Spring-water, from a quart unto a pinte: 
put in a quarter of a pinte of Rose-water, a 


untill it come to the colour of Amber: you 
may know when it is enough by letting a drop 
fall on a piece of Glasse, and ff it stand it is 
enough: then let it run into an earthen or 
Silver Bason upon a Chaffindish of Coales,

Prince John D’Aladro Kastriotis Is 
Using Modern Methods in Ef- 
forts to Be Albania’s King. 


RINCE JOHN D'ALADRO KASTRI- 
OTIS, the pretender to the throne of 
Albania, is a believer in modern meth- 
ods, and particularly in advertising. 
Prince Kastriotis wants to assume the 

throne of Albania, so he is making himself 
known to the Albanians by means of a device 
similar to the American campaign button 
and campaign badges or flags. 

The prince has a great deal of money and 
is using some of it for that purpose, but while 
his candidacy is being thoroughly advertised 
in Albania’ he is going about in person to 
Germany, Italy, Russia, France, Austria, 
and other European nations interested in 
the Balkans and doing a bit of ca 
among the high officials. 

The prince is exceedingly frank about his 
plans and in an interview iu Paris said: 

I am directing my efforts towards gaining 
the active sympathy of other countries as 
well as the precs. 1 want my country talked 
about, and talked about with a knowledge 


of the facts. 
Gets Out Campeign Button. 


_.“ Bo as to make myself known in every 
part of Albania and keep the fire of enthu- 
siasm burning in every corner of the land, I 
have had tiny portraits of myself painted 
and distributed, so small that they can be 
easily hidden from prying eyes. And little 
flags, with the Albanian eagle on them, the 
red flags of Skanderbeg,’ are in every hut 
in the country. 

“ There are great possibilities in the coun- 
try. as well as the people, who, though rough 
and ignorant, are honest, loyal, and warm 
hearted, and eager to better themselves. 

Already I have plans for railways, for 
postal and telegraphic services, even for my 
palace, which is to be built upon Lake Ohrit, 
in the center of the country, where the capi- 
tal will be if I become reigning prince. The 
country is more beautiful than words can 
paint. It is the Switzerland of the Balkans 
and far more luxuriantly endowed by nature 
than Switzerland itself.“ 


Carries On Personal mW 


The prince has his headquarters in Paris 
and is watching for the proper moment to 
lead the revolt against the sultan. On this 
subject, too, the prince is endowed with some 
shrewdness and says: 

My present difficulty is not to excite my 
people to make a stand for freedom and for 
civilization, but to restrain their leaders and 
to keep them back until the right moment. 

“And that moment will be when Mace- 
donia has risen and Bulgaria has followed 
Macedonia’s example, as she surely will. As 
soon as that happens, and it may happen at 
any moment, Albania will go to the frontier,, | 
and she will be free. It will not be too diffi- 
cult. The Turk is well aware of it. He 
knows quite well that it is the Albandans to 
whom he owes his military successes in the 
past, and he knows, too, that every Albanian, 
northerner or southerner, will fight for Al- 
bania when the word is given. 


Waits fon Catspaw to Act. 


“Even the sultan's bodyguard, who are 
Albanians, will march across the frontier into 
Albania. They may kill Abdul Hamid first, 
before they start, and the sultan knows it.

“Phe powers of Europe are tired of the 
constant disturbances and cruelties in east- 
ern Europe caused by the unequaled tyranny 
of the sultan. They are waiting their chance 
to rid themselves and Ahe continent of him, 
and when they see that his provinces are tak- 
ing a firm stand nst him I have not the 
‘least doubt of thefr-aSsistance. 

I recently saw the chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire, but the serious illness of Count 
Prinetti, the Italian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, has deprived me for the time being of 
valuable trump cards. I Was received in pri- 
vate audience by Leo XIII. and on that occa- 
sion royal honors were rendered me. 

“Three princes of the royal blood, among 
them Don Jaime de Bourbon, the son of Don 
Carlos, have offered to accompany me to 
Albania, to help me free my country from the 
Turkish yoke. 


Why He Aspires to Throne. 


The reason Prince Kastriotis wants to be 
king of Albania is that he is descended from 
a former ruler of that country. He is now 
58 years of age and has had a pleasant time 
most of his life. 

He is by birth a Spaniard, educated partly 
in Spain, partly in Brussels, and partly in 
London at a private tutor’s, and is descended 
through his great-grandfather from the Al- 
banian hero, Skanderbeg, who died fighting 
the Turks at Alesso in 1468. Until his friend 
and patron, King Alfonso XII., died, the 
prince was a prominent member of the Span- 
ish diplomatic service, from which. he has 
now practically retired on leave, and it was 
during a mission to Bucharest that he learned 
the Albanian language, which he speaks with 
fluency, and made the acquaintance of the 
leaders of the Albanian families. 

When Albania was a kingdom, five cen- 
turies ago, the famous George Kastriotis 
Skanderbeg ruled over a contented country. 
Then the Turk appeared in the land, bring- 
ing with him devastation and oppression to 
‘the Albanians. For their beloved ruler fell 
fighting for his country and it passed into 
the enemy’s hands. 

The grandfather of the prince, who had 
married the Princess Kastriotis, was exiled 
from his country and went to Spain, where 
the last twd generations of the royal family 
of Albania were born. Prince John d' Aladro 
Kastriotis fs the last scion of that house, 
and though Spain has been his home since 
his birth, his heart is with his own people. 

He says many hard things about Abdul 
Hamid, but that, too, is all a part of the 
campaign for king.

His Picture of His Home. | 
As to what he did, a letter to Carlyle in

I occupy, or improve, as we Yankees say, 
only two acres of God's earth, on which are 
my house, my kitchen garden, my orchard of 
thirty young trees, and my empty barn, My 
house now is a good one for comfort and 
8 in room. Besides my house I 
have, lieve, $22,000, whose income in 
ordinary years is 6 per cent. I have noother 
tithe or glebe except the income of my win- 

ter lectures, which was last winter 6800. 

„ Well, with this income here I am a rich 
man. I stay at home and go abroad at my 
own instance. I have food, warmth, leisure, 
books, friends. Go away from home, I am 
no longer rich. I never have a dollar to 
spend in a fancy, Ae no wise man, I suppose, 
ever was rich in the sense of freedom to 
spend because of the inundation of claims, 
so neither am I, who am not wise. 

“But at home I am rich enough for ten 
brothers. My wife, Lydian, is an incarnation 
of Christianity—I call her Asia—and keeps 
my philosophy from antinomanism. My 

mother, whitest, mildest, most conservatiye 
of ladies, whose only exception to her uni- 
versal preference for old things is her son; 
my boy, a piece of love and sunshine well 
worth my watching from morning till night 
—these, and three women domestics, who 
cook, and sew, and run for us, make all my 
household. 

Here I sit and read and write, with only 
little system and, as far as regards compo- 
sition, with most fragmentary results: Par- 
agraphs incompressible, each sentence an 
infinitely repellant le. 

This home of which he wrote was in Con- 
cord. The mistress of it was his second 
wife. It was here that his boy, 5 years oid, 
died in 1842, leaving to the world the 
“ Threnody,” the lament of the father. And 
this was the house partially destroyed by 
“efire in 1872 and rebuilt on the initiative of 

his friends, who, unknown to him, collected

N “ Studies in Contemporary Biogra 
which James Bryce has just published, 
there occur two stories which have caused. 
some of the critics to express astonish- 
ment at the modesty of the great.“ The 
stories are these: 

Meeting Mr. Gladstone in the lobby, and 
seeing his face saddened by the troubles in 
Ireland, Mr. Bryce’ tried to divert his 
thoughts by mentioning a recent discovery— 
to wit: that Dante had been saved from 
want lu his last years by a lectureship at Ra- 
venna. Mr. Gladstone's face lit up at once, 
and he said: ‘How stfange it is to think 
that these great souls, whose works are a 
beacon light to all the generations that have 
come after them, should have had cares and 
anxieties to vex them in their daily life, just 
like the rest of us common mortals.’ 

“The words reminded me,“ adds the au- 
thor, “that a few days before I had heard Mr. 
Darwin, in dwelling upon the pleasure a visit 
paid by Mr. Gladstone had given him, say: 
‘And he talked just as if he had been an or- 
dinary person like one of ourselves.’ The 
two men were alike unconscious of their 
greatness.” 

It is only the little who think themselves 
great. They are like those who do not know 
much, and, therefore, imagine that there is 
not much to know. The great do not think 
themselves so, just as the learned are over- 
whelmed by their ignorance. In the same 
way, it is not the socially important who are 
affected and impertinent, but the unimpor- 
tant.

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The Penitents of Pentecost. 


2 “ 


N the Wednesday before Pentecost 
the only people in thé world whom the 
devil has never been able to tempt 
take part in an impressive ceremony, 
the procession of the penitents of the 

“cross. A curious folk, these Basques of the 
Spanish Pyrenees, whose language Satan 
found so hard that he mastered only three 
short words of it in seven long years, they ob- 
serve a rite as curious as themselves, and as 
inexplicable. since it is designed as penance 
for sins which, under the circumstances, 
they can hardly have committed. 

Barly in the morning, before the clouds 

Bave lifted from the narrow streets of the 

mountain villages, while yet the lowing of 

cattle, the jingle of sheep bells. and the 
bleating of herds is announcing the begin- 
ning of a new day, the long double files of 
cross bearers set out from their parish 
churches towards the hillside monastery of 

Roncesvalles. The air, already weighted 
with mist. is heavier under the monotonous 

rhythm of lamentation: Ora pro nobis! 

ora pro nobis!” Black robed, black cowled, 
barefoot, bent double under their burden, 
| with arms outstretched and hands clasp- 
ing the branches of the wooden crosses, 
the penitents hurry along the high- 
road at a pace which only the 

Aramatic earnestness of their bearing sa ves 
from being undignified. When the troop 
nears its destination. and the hamlets have 
joined their forces, adding company to com- 
pany, a break occurs here and there in the 
somber ranks, wherever the mayor of a 
village strides along behind his people, his 

Basque cap pulled low on his forehead, and 

this cloak of ceremony draped closely about 
him to keep out the morning dampness. Be- 
hind comes the priesthood in muslin sur- 
plices, and grasping each a long staff, sur- 
mounted by the silver or bronze cross of 
his parish. Groups of women in black man- 
tillas bring up the rear, chanting hoarsely 

a litany to the Virgin. 


Dance of the Night Before. 
The scene stands out in strong contrast to 
that in which its actors last night partici- 
* pated. Then, in every village square, or 
‘wherever the narrow streets widened, the air 
vibrated with the warm music of Spain and 
resounded to the rhythmic feet of dancers. 
Guitars that were as gay with pompons as 
a mule’s head and tambourines as noisy as 
§ mule's harness kept tune and time to the 
wirkt movement of the Basque dances and 
30 the lilt of the folksongs, “ jotas, both, in 
the dialect of the people. Gradually the 
„Music, which began lightly as the players 
touched the strings with careless fingers or 


tapped uncertainly the kidskin tops of their 


urines, grows surer, grows wilder, 
when the sour wine of the country and the 
apple cider begin to quicken the blood and 
brain of the whole assemblage. Swifter 
and yet ewifter swings the dance, madder 
becomes the music. Soldiers, smugglers, 
peasants, aristocrats mix in unwonted frater- 
_gity. The deep laughter of the men steadiés 
“the women's lighter laughter. The gay 
colors of feminine kerchiefs, the men’s red 
— fleck the scene with color. Now the 
players themselves are singing, and are run- 
ning their fingers across their instruments 
in a sudden effort of improvisation, Their 
heads are thrown back, their eyes are half 
closed with the combined intoxicatien of 
wine and inspiration, and in the pauses of 
their singing they let their mouths hang 
open, ‘showing the blackened edges of their 
teeth. They are composing a narrative 
about the scene before them and about its 
dramatis persone. making rhymes with the 
dase which the Basque language favors, 
' “weaving in allegories and strange conceits 
= about the night and the dancers. 


Delight Begins with Life. 
The “Mutchico” begins the national 


imme. Come, men, form a ring! Ladies 
the center! The instruments begin to play 


ee tune over and over. Turning on 


their heels he women sing in chorus. Around 
them circle the men, making up steps to suit 


der own fancy, balancing, leaping into the 
— air, shouting lustily, and brandishing, cross- 


and striking the pear tree staves, iron 
which they wear swung from the 


walst by a cord. At a given signal they stop, 
turn, and circle in the other direction. Every- 
body is dancing—the mayor and his lady, the 
shepherd and his rustic Phyllis, the old man 
who all day long haunts the street corners, 
the old woman who knits from dawn to sun- 
_ Bet without ever counting stitches. Why not? 
They all love it. “A child,” says Boileau; 
writing of this same people, “knows how 
to dance before it can call its father or its 
nurse. The delight begins with life and ends 
ay it quite a different mood which 
animates the villagers. As their ——— 


moves toward Roncesvalles their penitential 
chant grows deeper and er. The wom- 
en's faces, whether ruddy with youth or 
shriveled from years of exposure, show that 
the souls beneath them are crucified as pain- 
fully as are crucified the bodies of the men 
who leadthem. Nevertheless, by a thousand . 
signs of manner, these are the same people 


“who last night gave themselves up to light 


hearted diversion. . The vigor which marked 
their dancing as a distinctive feature is ap- 
parent now in the rapidity of their advance. 
There is a dramatic intensity in their bearing 
which strikes one as oddly familiar. The 
men’s figures show firm and lithe through the 
black shrouds that cover them, although the 
women’s cheeks, fair like their coils of heavy 
brown hair, are pale from fatigue and emo- 
tion; although weariness shows in their full 
clear eyes and in the set of each pointed chin, 
prominent as the curving nose above it, yet 


their shoulders are broad and sturdy, and 


they keep up with the ranks with the same 
even disposition of strength which they dis- 
played in last evening’s abandon. Thus 
onward sweeps the procession of humble men 
and women, dignified in their own right, but 
dignified most of all by the grand simplicity 
of their purpose, to kneel in prayer before 
Our Lady of Roncesvalies. 


Blind to a Scene of Beauty. 

On every side the country is green, for 
the air is always humid here from the clouds 
and from the warm northwest wind blowing 
up from the ocean. Yet the place here, with 
all the other high places of earth, has a mel- 
ancholy aspect. The road, firm and even, 
passes through long lines of beech trees, 
whose branches are hoary with lichens; it 
crosses broad meadows of daisies where 


. placid herds are grazing. Beyond the fields 


the mighty forest towers, white at its top 
with smoky vapor and tufted with tiny 
clouds on its lower branches. The slopes of 
the neighboring hillsides are thick with fern. 

Heedless of all this beauty, the multitude 
presses forward with noiseless footsteps 
that rise and fall to the unvarying cadence 
of the penitential chant. The sunlight breaks 
through the fog and touches up the metal 
crosses, the hands of the black robed broth- 
ers, and the women’s wan faces. The gray 
mists gleam iridescently, and through it, just 
ahead, appear the walls and turrets of the 
ancient) monastery of Roncesvalles. Now 


the penitents have entered its granite gate- 


way. They pass between the ruinedarcades 
of cloisters, overgrown. with moss and fun- 
gus and bristling with weeds. They look 
like ghostly silhouettes against the gray. 
walls and the gray of the morning. From 
the dim light. of day they enter into the 
chapel’s greater obscurity, which is white 


with the perfumed mist of mounting incense. | 


The tabernacles of the altar, splendid with 
gold and gilded columns, relics of former 
magnificence, glitter under the flicker of the 
tapers before them. It is dark in the nave 
below, and the crowd, as it advances, falls 
into confusion. The people begin to sweat 
and push; metal strikes meta! as the priests 
grope their way forward, and the wooden 
crosses clash upon the pavement as tht peni- 
tents momentarily loosen hold upon them. 
Gradually, as the crowd grows used to the 
dimness, the noise dies away and the ranks 
fall into their appointed places. In the mid- 
dle avenue, between the double row of col- 
umns which separate the nave from the 
aisles, the women assemble. On both sides 
of them the 500 crucified men range them- 
selves, with arms outstretched, their breath 
rasping its way in and out of their tired 
bodies. They have reached the end of their 
penitential course, and now they seek to rest 
their spiritual burden, of which their ma- 
terial load was a symbol, upon one better 
fitted to bear it. With the simple faith of 
children they have brought their.sorrows 


home. vA 
Ritual of Their Mass. 

The ritual of the mass has begun, the 
monks of the convent officiating. The mys- 
terious light of the church is rendered more 
solemn by their melancholy voices. The 
rows of bent heads, touched here and there 
by the flickering candlelight, bend lower. 
Outside the day has grown whiter, and the 
light which penetrates the window looks 
chill against the yellow effulgence of the 
altar. At last the worshipers turn away, 
ennobled not alone by this morning’s exp2- 
rience, but also by this added association 
with the long generations before them, who 
every year came here in this selfsame way 
with their troubles and turned away com- 
forted on just such a morning. 

For in Roncesvalles and its neighborhood, 
more than in any other place in the world, 
the present is more then half past. Basque 
life today is a simple reiteration of life that 
bas been. Basque thought is an echo of the 
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thought of an earlier epoch. The houses of 
the Basque villages are ancestral, like the 
ecats of arms upon them. Descended in di- 
rect line from Adam and Eve, through Tubal, 
the son of Japhet—if their claim be a just 


one, and*can. be recondliég to that other 
Story that they and the devil are strangers— 


they speak yet the language which Noah 
received from Adam. “I am nota man. I 
am a Basque! boasts the native. 

History and legend, inseparably intermin- 
gied, hang close about them. Here in this 
mountain church, among its treasures, is an 
authentic relic—two links of that iron chain 
which surrounded the Moorish forces in the 
battle of Navas de Tolosa, the same that 
was broken by Sancho the Strong of Na- 
varre. Yet this is not so dearly cherished 
ae the legend of Roland. on account of whose 
defeat and death this convent was built up 
here among the beech groves near the pass of 
Iba@fieta. This is the spot where, on the 15th 
or August, 788 A. D., Charlemagne’s rear- 
guard fell, overcome by Basques in ambush; 
and here. Roland blew that mighty blast 
which has resounded through the centuries. 
Up here, between sea and sky, upon this 
solid slope of earth that lies between ilim- 
itable spaces, the legendary past seems near. 


‘Surely the scene has changed little since the 


cays of Roland. “ High are the hills and 
dark the valleys, gray the rocks and wonder- 
ful the passes, Just as they were when first 
was sung the song which bears his name. 
On the night wind, whenever trouble is 
brewing, declares the Basque mauntaineer, 
you may still hear— 
A blast of that dread horn, 
On Fontarabian echoes borne, 
That to King Charles did come, 
When Roland brave and Olivier 
And every paladin and peer 
On Roncesvalles died.“ 


Terrible Trumpeting of Roland. 


It is a terrible picture of that mighty 
trumpeting of Roland which the words of 
the war song of Roncesvalles conjures up 
when one stands high up among the moun- 
tain passes where he blew it: From his 
mouth gushes the red blood; the temples of 
his forehead are broken. Great is the echo of 
the horn he holds.” 

Mount to Gavarnie’s rifts of snow, and, 
looking upon that great fissure which the 
hero made in the rock with his good sword 
Durendal, regard another picture of despair. 
He strikes the rock again and again, but the 
sword remains unbroken. He tecallsall the 
conquests which his faithful steel has won 
and again he strikes, but vainly. When the 
count sees that he cannot break it, softly 
he laments over it to himself: Ah, Duren- 
dal, how beautiful and holy thou art! In 
thy gilded hilt there are many relics—a tooth 
of St. Peter, blood of St. Basil, hair of my 
lord St. Denis, garments of St. Mary. It is 
not right that pagans should possese thee; 
thou shouldst be served by Christians.“ 

This romance sprang from the brain of the 
mountain fully equipped, like the daughter 
of Zeus. Its birth explains all the eccen- 
tricities of its later development. 


Mysteries of the Basques. 

No less are the Basques themselves best 
explained by the mountains which reared 
them. It was to the superiority of the metals 
found in their hillsides that they were able 
to resist the Romans. By means of the ram- 
parts which nature bullt for them they with- 
stood in turn Visigoth. Moor, and French- 
man, and, in later periods, preserved even 
after their incorporation with the neighbor- 
ing provinces, their special privileges of a 
republican constitution, immunity from tax- 
ation and military service, and independ- 
ence of ecclesiastic rule. Although under 
Alfonso XII. they lost their immemorial] 


— 


with the Carlists, they are Basques still, with 
an independence of spirit as rugged as the 
mountains about them. They live on in their 
flat tiled houses of stone which their fore- 
fathers built, they plow the stony soil with 
the sacestral laya.“ they ride to market 
In old fashioned ox carts, that have carved 
yokes covered with sheepskin. They dance 
as Basques have always danced, to the dan- 
cing songs of the provinces. They worship 
as their fathers worshiped, and in the same 
spirit. Strangers may come and gape, and 
talk among themselves, and go away, un- 


heeded. The Basque is as impenetrable and 


as unchangeable as his mountains. 

Whoever visits this quaint old civilization 
turns with regret to the unvarying same- 
ness of the modern world, which he came 
from; and often afterwards, recalling the 
Lacedwemon of northern Spain and the fine 
simplicity of its people, he is moved to 
think with Victor Hugo: Whoever has 
been to the land of the Basques wishes to 
return to it; it is a blessed land.“

This leaves me nothing for salt 
and pepper, so the only way I can get these 
necessaries is to substitute oatmeal for the 
beans or onions once in awhile. Oatmeal is 
cheaper than either and goes a long way,

After his death, which occurred recentiy—and it was a vio- 
lent ending—Graham Carston was discovered to have been a 
burglar without a grain of conscience, a highwayman, a petty 
thief, and a thorough scoundrel. 

_ For fourteen years this combination of gentleman and thug 
lived in a small English community without once exciting the 
suspicion that it was he who was committing the deeds of out- 
lawry*which startled the citizens from time to time. 

Since the time Robert Louis Stevenson gave the world 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde there have been discov2red nu-

And the first wrinkle is so insidious. It 
creeps into the forehead so unexpectedly and 80 
early in life. No sooner does the mirror tell a 


same source she learns that she has, in her 
face, a mark that is neither pretty nor attractive. 

The wrinkles of 90 are more or less beautiful because they 
are honorable wrinkles. They come as marks of a well spent 
life. They come as rewards for having lived healthfully and 
temperately. 

But in the face of the young the wrinkle is a different 
matter. It is not attractive, this first wrinkle. But the 
problem is how to deal with it. 

If detected early it can be driven away. But the trouble 
is that one seldom does detect it early. It is usually well 
seated before one has any idea that it is there. But even so 
there is hope of its removal. 

The plaster treatment for wrinkles is one that is gaining 
every day in favor. But it must be carefully managed. It 
is a treatment to be taken by those who are in the habit of 
scowling or by those who frown in their sleep. 

The young woman who wakes up scowling and who goes 
to her mirror to find her face a mass of wrinkles is the one 

5 who can take the plaster treatment successfully. 


* i Sf 
: Preparing the Face. 


The plaster treatment begins with a note of face prepara- 
tion. The skin must be prepared with a face scrubbing brush, 
with hot water and soap. For this purpose the oatmeal bag 
is best, for it contains soap, oatmeal, and a little orris as a 
scent, making it pleasant to handle. 

The face should be scrubbed with this bag until it is alla 
mass of hot lather. Now, if the scrubbing brush be soft, it is 
no harm to go over the skin with it. But if it be a stiff brush 
it will take the skin off, and the second state of the face will 
be a thousand times worse than the first state. 

After the skin has been cleansed of its soapy bath it should 
be lightly cold creamed—not enough to make it oily or the 
plaster will not stick. ° : 

It is now ready for the plaster, and for this one you can 
use any light, thin plaster warranted harmless by the drug- 
gist. The plaster should not, however, be extremely delicate 
or it will wrinkle. It should be of the adhesive sort, rather 
stiff and with sufficient body to hold the skin in place after it 
has been applied. 

The next thing is the application of the plaster. Let it be 
cut in narrow strips varying in length from one to four inches. 
And, in applying it, be sure to treat the wrinkles of the fore- 
head first, for these are by far the most obstinate of all known 
wrinkles. 
| With the thumb and forefinger go over the forehead, 

smoothing it out carefully. Now, while the skin is smooth 

and stretched, apply the plaster. Put it on in such a way that 
there are no wrinkles underneath it. Apply a short strip to 
the upper wrinkle and apply another strip to the lower 
wrinkle which comes across the forehead over the eyebrows. 

It will be necessary to moisten the plaster and to hold it in 
place a few seconds until it is perfectly firm. 


* * 


Applying the Plaster. 

Next apply the plaster to the forehead between the brows. 
Cut two small pieces, a quarter of an inch wide and a half 
an inch long, and apply them to the forehead between the 
eyes. Moisten them well and press them fiat until the fort- 
head is smooth and fair underneath. 

The length of time for leaving on the plaster depends upon 
the state of the skin. There are thin, fine skins that seem to 
“draw” underneath the plaster and where the skin is as 
tender as this, the plaster should be almost immediately 
taken off. An hour or two is long enough. And as much good 
will result from this as though it were left on a long time. 

There are other skins that are coarser in fiber, and these 
must be differently treated. Certain beauty doctors have been 
known to leave the plasters on over night with excellent 
effects. And others have advised the patient to put them on 
daily and wear them as long as possible until the wrinkles 
were removed by repeated treatments. It all depends upon 
the nature of the skin, and one can tell orly by experimenting 
@ little. But the experiments do not take long, and one can 
really be a pretty fair judge of the length of time required 
after one application. 


* 

Removing the Laughing Wrinkles. 
The wrinkles at each side of the mouth, the laughing 
wrinkles, as théy Are called, can also be numbered among 
the obstinate lines of one’s face. When they are in a perfect 
tate of development they form parentheses at each side of 
the mouth, and they often make that feature look as though 
it were set deep in the face, instead of being prettily arched, 

like a Cupid's bow. 
To remedy the parenthesis, by the plaster treatment, there 
is nothing to do except to apply the plastereby working upon

The plaster must be cut in strips, and must be put on as 
though it were a lattice work, the pieces being placed some 
little distance apart. 

The laughing wrinkles are the soonest to return, but one 
must keep at them. Fortunately they give the face a pleasant 
expression, and in this respect they are superior to the 
wrinkles of the forehead, which give the face such a sinister 
look. The laughing wrinkles can be massaged away daily, 
and, though they come back, they do not grow deep as though 
they were left in to form furrows.

After Removing the Plaster. 


The treatment after the plaster comes off is important, for. 
un the skin be properly treated now, it will be rough and 
r 

over the surface with a sponge or soft cloth dipped in 
hot water, and then'quickly and lightly massage a little cold 
cream into the skin. Let the cream be not heavy, and put on 
little of it, for it is there to stay. It is not to be washed off, 
but must remain as a permanent healing agency for the skin, 

Now, when the cold cream has been rubbed in, comes the 
last touch in the makeup. With some powder go over the 
furrows and be sure that they are dusted completely. The 
skin, having been treated and massaged with cream, is in good 
condition, and the powder acts as a preservative from the 
dust of the house and the dust of the street. 

The application of the cream and the touch of face powder, 
might, with propriety, form part of the toilet every day. Face 
powder, used in this way, is beneficial to the skin and is sure 
to be in the best of taste, for it is not used in sufficient 
abundance to be apparent to the eye, and thus it becomes a 
skin food. |

Try this cosmetic for the hands: Gum tragacanth, one 
teaspoonful; slycerip, two ounces; water, twelve ounces; 
alcohol, one ounce; ‘borax, one teaspoonful. Dissolve the 
gum in the water. Dissolve the borax in the glycerin. Add 
the alcohol last. 

Mrs. V.: I have a pimply skin which nothing seems to 
cure. I am thin. * 

Your pimples are nervous pimples. Live out of doors and 
try to fatten up by drinking water. Abstain from pie and 
candy for the present. 

D. O.— What do you consider the best cream for the skin’ 

For the skin I think any good cream is beneficial. Surely 


you can find a good one on the market. Jf you prefer to make 
your own, you can get up an easy one by taking white vaseline 
and treating it to a few drops of tincture of benzoin.

Mrs. No-Name—Kindly tell me how I can improve a muddy 
spring complexion. 

Take of pure spermaceti and white wax one-half an ounce 
each. To this add half a pound of almond ol and two ounces 
of lanolin. If you desire a soft cream, add to this four drams 
of orange flower water. 

A. L.—I have several brown spots on my forehead that look 
like warts. Some people tell me that they are moles. I have 
never tried anything for them, as I am afraid to. They are 
near my eyes. What would you advise? 

If they are warts I would shave them off, or get a physi- 
sian to shave them off with a razor, made perfectly antiseptic. 
If they are moles they can be burnt off with the sulphur of a 
match. The spot will be sore for a few days. Or you can use 
a tiny blister upon them, just enough to remove the dark spot. 
Perhaps it would be better to let a physician cut them for you, 
for fear they may bleed too much. 

Mrs. E. L. R.—Some time ago I read directions for remov- 
ing superfluous hair from the lip. Will you kindly repeat your 
advice? I am stout and have drunk mineral waters and dieted, 
but without success. What shall I do? . 

Directions for removing supeffiuous hair are given above. 
As for stoutness there is nothing but dieting. Follow direc- 
tions given in a previous issue. 

Mrs. Adipose—I am delighted that you reduced your 
weight so rapidly. You say you cannot wear your last sea- 
son's gowns? That is a good sign that you are growing 
thinner. 

Mrs. J.—Give me a remedy for a hard, rough skin. My 
skin gets worse every day, although I massage it and use 
plenty of soap and water.

Mrs. M. Can you recommend a good massage for the arms 
and neck? My neck is thin. The cold creams area little tog 
expensive for use on the neck in such large quantities, 

A good neck and shoulder cream is made by taking pure 
lard and adding to it a few drops of the tincture of benzoin, 
To a cup of lard use five drops of the benzoin. Add 1 few 
drops of the oil of any pleasant perfume. This agrees with 
most skins. You can soon tell after using it once. 

To Miss K.—Certainly, I can guarantee in every case to 
cure superfluous hair, removing it permanently from the face, 
or from any other spot. It will not be an entirely painiess 
operation, for the mere pulling of the hair hurts a little, but 
it does not make one ill any more than the use of the comb fp 
the combing of the locks, which is sometimes painful. 

Mrs. H. F. D.—You are foolish not to have written before 
Yet you say. you have been reading the beauty column a long 
time. Your upper lip can be made smooth and fair inside of 
two weeks, perhaps in less time. 

To Inquirer: There is no reason why you could not be 
reduced. Fat is a thing that can be made to disappear rapidly 
before the right treatment. You can reduce ten pounds a 
week, if you so desire, but it is better to go more slowly and 
take off ten pounds a month until you have got down to the 
right weight.

At times the trusty Alpine guide puts his 
trust in too many horns, and then he begins 
to yodel. One of the rarest treats imaginable 
is when an Alpine guide ceases to yodel, 

Scenery is the léading line of the Alps busi- 
ness, and those that have fallen into a cre- 
vasse report that the scenery is shifted with 
great rapidity. 

Is it not a peculiar trait in human nature 
that men will go thousands of miles to climb 
an old mountain, while they make an awful 

‘fuss about climbing eighteen flights of stairs 
at home when an elevator is on strike?

‘Heads for the Pole to Pave the Way tor 
Peary’s Dash in 1904. 


NORTH 80° 37’—Thermometer 76, below.— 
[Special.]—A few days after my arrival home 
from Persia I received the following letter 
from my old friend, Lieut. Peary: - 

7 New York, March 7, 1903. 

“My Dear Tibbitts: I have just learned 
that you are at home, and thought best to 
write to you at once on a matter of impor- 
tance to both of us. As you are doubtless 
aware, I-am now making preparations for 
my 1904 scorch for the north pole. My prop- 
osition to you is this: Go to Tacoma, where 
I have chartered a steamer, the Pole Star, 
1,200 tons, fit her out, select a good crew, 
and sail north, paving the way for me. When 
you strike solid ice carefully note the exact 
location. Leave enough men on thé boat to 
take proper care of her, and you with the 
rest of your crew make up your dog trains 
and start in the direction of the pole. You 
will need a good many sledges and a large 
number of dogs, as I want you to make a 
cache every ten or fifteen miles, so that when 
come along later I shall not have to bur- 
den myself with extra food and baggage. 
DO. NOT GO ANY NEARER, THE POLE 
THAN ONE MILE, as T want the honor of 
discovering it. You will have to undergo 
many hardships and probably suffef severely 
from the cold at times. But remember it 
is for science, and the plaudits of the whote 
world. I want to again impress upon you 
the necessity of having plenty of dogs. Wire 
me promptly if you accept, so I can notify 
the boat agent at Tacoma and arrange with

As I hadn't been doing anything for a 
week but watch trolley cars run upand down 
the street, this letter was as welcome to me 
as money.

He explained to me 
that we needed six or eight able bodied sea- 
men to manage the sails in case the engine 
broke down or we ran short of fuel. 

Next I called a conference of my officers 
to talk over the dog question. Peary had 
repeatedly requested me to. be sure to get 
plenty of dogs, but he did not state how 
many we should need. In Mr. Baldwin’s 
magazine, How I Hope to Reach the Pole,” 
he said he intended to take along twice as 
many dogs as he'd need for actual work, and 
as soon as a dog played out he would kill it 
for food for the other dogs. This did away 
with carrying tons of dog biscuits. I thought 


the idea good but cruel. I could not in cold 


blood kill a lot of dogs far away from their 
homes and friends. Both Hawkins and 
Meeker agreed with me that it would be in- 
human and unworthy of true arctic explorers.

Break- 
fast and luncheons should be simple things, and for dinner 
you will find that a few simple dishes—such as caviar, turtle 
soup, beef braised a la Creole, mushrooms, pate de foie gras, 
punch à la Turk, Nesselrode pudding, ice cream and angel
